President: The-telegrams were intended merely to pre¬ 
judice this Government in the eyes of the Viceroy with regard to * 
the educational 'policy and on various other items. This State is 
' under a treaty relationship'.with- the 'British Government. The 
internal administration o£ the State is entirely a matter for this 
Government. Unless there is mis-rnle or rnal-adpiinistration,— 

; and evfin in those cases only under special circumstances will the 
Paramount Power- interfere—the Government of-India .do not 
interfere in the internal administration of the State. Not only 
‘that. The primary educational policy of the State has received 
* uniform support from every branch of the Government of India, 
land quite recently the most representative body on Education in 
India has generally assented to the primary educational policy 
of the Government of Tr.ivancore. Therefore the question of the 
Government of India interfering in -this matter does riot arise. 
Telegrams were sent to the Viceroy in regard >to this matter, as 
telegrams or representations were sent a> the so called Parliamen¬ 
tary Delegation asking for administrative reforms, asking for the 
removal of • the Dewan and so forth. This Government regard 
those telegrams as indicative of the- ideas ail'd the outlook of a 
disgruntled minority of. people in the .State who want to place 
impediments at every .possible-stage and do not take those, telegrams 
seriously.. I may assure the honourable members that the Govern¬ 
ment of India are not likely-to take those things seriously.

Delhi and elsewhere and put, forward their contentious and allega¬ 
tions before them. The Parliamentary Delegation were at full 
liberty to meet anyone they chose and used their discretion in the 
matter,

id) No ; though they were treated as State guests. 

Mr. K. S. Joseph : With reference to part lb) of my question, 
“why leaders of parties of both the. Houses of the Legislature were 
not invited’’, the answer given is: “it dees not arise”. Am I to. 
understand that Government thought the leaders of the House 
Were undesirable ? 

President: Order, order, there Is ro question of desirabi- 
.lity or undesirability in the mutter. If lime had permuted and 
if the Parliamentary Delegation had no.' decided upon spending 45 
minutes for learning the affairs of Cochin it’taie, and 16 hours for 
learning the affairs of Travancore, Government would have normally 
not only asked the leaders of parties and the.members of legisla¬ 
ture but also about a 100 or 150 peg^le to meet them. And there 
was a fresh difficulty. "A; series of statements in the press, 
that- the Parliamentary Delegation had . declined the offer of 
this-Government to accept their hospitality and that Retired Justice 
Mr. Thahath and Mr. K\ P. Abraham had been telegraphed to on 
the matter by the members of the Delegation and that they-had

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made arrangements for their stay, were made with a view to'dis- 
credit this Government, the hospitality of which had been extended 
w to and accepted by the Delegation at the ■ outset, It had been 
reported that all this had necessitated a certain amount of corres¬ 
pondence to the Government of India and that finally the Parlia¬ 
mentary Delegation were not going to accept our invitation. We 
took it for granted that the newspaper reports were true. So 
arrangements were deliberately not made either to receive them or to 
arrange for their meetings. But finally, it: came out that they decided 
not to accept any other hospitality, but to accept the one extended 
by Go\ernment. We knew of it just before they started. Oil 
that basis a Tea Party was arranged by the Dewan and a general 
meeting was arranged in this Chamber in order that they might 
meet a certain number of people. In the mean time, Government 
got a very well publicized report from Delhi as to Miss Anne 
Mascrine going to meet them clandestinely. (Mr. K. S. Joseph : 

,1 protest).. You may, but it was .absolutely clandestine. 1 have 
used that word with the Parliamentary Delegation so that the 
protest may also be noted by the Parliamentary Delegation that a 
clandestine interview had been arranged by the State Congress 
with the Parliamentary Delegation which was. improper. Anyway, 
the clandestine arrangement was made with the Parliamentary 
^Delegation. The State Congress put forward expnrte statements 
wholly'discreditable to r,his Administration, not founded on facts 
and mainly animated by personal motives. The matter is well 
known in South India. Very well, for this reason this Government 
came to the conclusion, rightly or wrongly, that having regard to 
the attitude of the State Congress, excepting those members of the 
State Congress who, this Government'thought, were above all such 
clandestine and improper approaches, none should be invited. In 
fact, Government thought that they had already had the opportunity 
of'meeting the Delegation. So the State,Congress as a body was ruled • 
out excepting certain people in that party. Apart from the State 
Congress, in tha case of certain other political parties, Government • 
exercised their discretion to invite a certain number of people tq 
Bhaktiviilas and to this Chamber. The Parliamentary Delegation 
never asked either this Government or any other to fix interviews 
for them. They were at perfect liberty to correspond direct with 
the people and they did so everywhere else. ,1 have reason to 
helieve that a large number of persons telegraphed to them seeking 
interviews. They never asked this Government, to arrange for a 
single interview. In those circumstances, this Government could 
not arrange for an interview. They ought to have come here for 
iuoch at four, but they did not ^instead, they cange at half-past six, 
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Then the Delegation themselves _ suggested ih-r: i should give 
them a general picture of me conditions in the 2state.an<21 gave them 
exactly'what this Government’s view of the State Congress Party * 
is- There is no hiding the fact. The Parliamentary Delegation 
asked the question—why the State Congress People were not 
invited to the Legislative Chamber meeting, it was pointed out 
to them that one or two members of the Sta-e Congress were 
invited, bur. that they said time Government, could not single out 
one or two members from the party anri that therefore they 
would not be present. In answer to that, Government saiu that 
their motives were honourable and commended themselves to Gov¬ 
ernment. 

Mr. K. S. Joseph: Ill view of the serious rJi.-gation against 
the State Congress made by the Head of tiio Administration, I 
may be allowed io'make a statement. 

President: Yoii may make a statement at ihc end of ques¬ 
tion time. 

H\r. Paul A. Thaliath : May I kne w why even a single 
member of the Catholic Community 'was not invited to meet the 
Delegation ?

President; I appeal not to discuss this matter on these 
lines, There is no doubt that a kind of propaganda has been, 
going round throughout the whole of India and England to the 
effect that this Government is trying to- prevent the erection of 
churches. That propaganda is. fortunately dispelled the moment 
anybody visits Travancore as in the case of the Parliamentary 
Delegation. Wherever they go they find that there are churches 
and no question of prohibition. Questions may arise whether it is 
necessary that ev..ry application should be granted. So far> 
applications are granted where there is legitimate need for churches. 

It is suited that there is no law in relation to this matter. I have 
no doubt that when a completely representative legislature comes 
into being the question of the allocation and limitation of religious 
functions on toraplasj churches and mosques will be taken up. 
One aspect which has'to be considered in relation to the. question 
of churches or temples is that the property that has already been 
given to the temples or churches becomes impartible. Whatever is 
given to the temples and churches is in its incident, something 
. different from the incident of the civil law. In many countries 
what has been found is that this is one way of .evading the Civil Law 
in regard to the operation and alienation of property. They find a 
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SSere reeved of which 57 were- allowed, _ The nambtrol 
applications for Catholic churches is 120 and permission was granted 

in 38 cases. Those figures speak for themselves. n

Mr. G. Narayanan Tampi : I am personally a little 
hazy about it.' I am not l Tnyself a psychologist. There are various 
critaria adopted for the recruitment qf candidates. Tbelieve psy¬ 
chology is also sought to be resorted to as a species, of Criterion for 
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selection o£ candidates. How far it could be practical or .how far 
it could be feasible or sensible are opinions over which I am unable 
to speak- But I can assure the honourable member that only pra¬ 
ctical methods coaid be adopted by this Government in the matter- 
and that methods which seem .strange and chimerical will be en¬ 
tirely eschewed from the policy launched by the Government. 

President : i was greatly interested in this problem of 
consulting Psychologists. I have met the consulting psychologist 
arranged by ihe Government of India ahcl asked him to practise 
his .psychology tests on me. As a matter of fact,'the results were 
not very satisfactory either to him or to me. The position is this. 
What he does is to flash four or five'colours suddenly on the walls' 
and the test applied is whether your memory can call them back in 
the order in which they are flashed. It is also to .'test your quick¬ 
ness of perception,' concentration of mind and so on. If one knows 
the colour and can remember them in the order in which they are 
flashed he gets a fairly high percentage of marks. Similarly 
another lest is to utter a. large number of words- and then the list, 
ner is asked to give them back, Then there is what is called 
Association Psychology where _ he gives words which are-akin to 
each other. On the basis of the answer your tendency to associate . 
ideas will be- tested 1 . The question of recruiting clerks on the basis 
. of such a scheme is one on which Government ha^e hot come to 
any definite conclusion. Government are aware that certain other' 
Governments - are resorting to such methods and if their attempts 
give satisfactory results ve too may‘adopt them. I think the con¬ 
sulting Psychologist appointed by the Government of India is.. 
given Rs, 4,000 a month. He has been in Simla but he has never 
been in Delhi. We shall wait until we see the result of tire work¬ 
ing of this system.:

resolutions were passed and they have been sent to Government. 

President : Mere resolutions passed -in meetings of a 

general character and communicated to the Government for the 
purpose of bringing things to their notice or. drawing attention to 
particular things will not be authentic, because every one knows 
that these meetings can be got up quickly— ten people go into a 
corner and telegrams are sent—people are willing to spend money 
on ( sending telegrams—saying that it was a crowded meeting of 
10',000 people. Government have no information how these meet-/ 
ings are conducted or how they are engineered, how they are pub¬ 
licised and they cannot possibly pay attention to such meetings or 
resolutions passed at such meetings. On tlie other hand, if specific 
cases where a particular article was hurtful to the feelings of. other 
communities are brought to the notice of the Government, neces¬ 
sary action will be taken. 

Mr. K. c. Chandy: Many such resolutions have been sent

President : No. Omnibus resolutions have been received 

saying that the Associated Press, the Hindu, the Indian Express^ 
and various public men have been misled by this Government ; no 
attention should be paid to them. There is no single resolution 
which has yet reached the.Government pointing out any particular 
article which infringed the kw or any article which, even if it did 
not infringe the law, was hurtful to the feelings of anybody. If 
•any such representation comes to thet notice of Government it- will 
be looked into. 
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Mr. Paul A. Thaliath : May I know whether the Malabar 
Mail was banned ? . 

Mr. K. Q. Kunjukrishna Pillai: How does this arise 
from the question ? 

President : Even though it is wholly irrelevant, I will 
answer the question. The Malabar Mail has been for many months 
openly defying this Government, criticising- every act of this 
Government and pursuing a policy which has been admitted by the 
Cochin Government to be detrimental to the friendly relations of 

Xravancore and Cophin. The Cochin Government looked into 
these articles at ray instance and warned the newspaper. I have 
the reports of the Dewan of Cochin and the Cochin Government 
on the matter. They warned the Editor and the management of 
/the Malabar Mail. They warned certain other gentlemen not to 
pursue this kind of .open attack , on Travaneore.

It is a final decision by.Hist Highness the Maharaja and subject to

tuttonfor the S n.:.e Tint being so, it is a mutter on jvhicb, ac¬ 
cording to our rules, ji resolution cannot be brought up. A reso¬ 
lution cannot ba moved for the reason that the provisions of -the 
Act of 1932 and the Rul's /made therenpiler cannot possibly be 
discussed dir-'ctly; dr indirectly by means of a resolution. The 
constitution envisagid in the Communique repeals, and abrogates 
this'Act. and therefore it affects this Act most vitally . and 
decisively- Therofoie, purely as a lawyer, much as I .would 
,-have liked a full 'ard free discussion in ’ . this House and 
elsewhere, that is not possible under the law. Some person in 
the Madras Mail very specially pointed out—no .other paper did—• 
only the'Madras' Mail did it and' probably, from its point of view,, 
rightly pointed out—that if there had been a vote of the Assembly 
on the constitution .that vote'would have, been, against Government. 
That is what the .Madras paper hasj' stated based on. what its corres¬ 
pondent might have reported. That is not correct because obvious¬ 
ly the constitution of the Assembly being what it is the proposi¬ 
tion would have been definitely japproved of. But that 1 is im¬ 
material. * . ■ 
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[President.] 

There is ho doubt that the public at large are perfectly entitled 
to discuss this communique threadbare. Members of this House 
not acting as members oi this House but: just going outside this 
Chamber are perfectly entitled to-discuss it. But we are working 
under a particular Act and under that Act the following is the rule: 

‘‘It shall not be lawful for the Council or the Assembly to consider 
or enact any measure iSeoticg the provisions of the Act or the 
rules made thereunder....;.” 

That is Section 17 of the Act. Then dealing with resolutions,' 
it is made equally clear that there.cun bo uo resolution on a matter, 
covered by Section 17. It i« also made clear beyond doubt that it 
is not opeu to the Dewau or to (he Government to allow any din. 
cussion ton this matter. The wording in die rule is as follows : 

‘‘It shall not U pemisiille to the President or the Government to 
give consent to the moving of any motion in regard to any of 
the subjeots in regard to which a resolution cannot be moved, 
and.._.” i 


■/Therefore, on any matter on which agresolution cannot be moved, 
even if the Dev.'an or 1 he Government or anybody wants that, dis¬ 
cussion to tike }>!ac:. it is illegal to allow such discussion, I may ' 
read, that Section agaiu : 

"It shall not be permissible to the President or the Government to 
give consent to the moving of any motion In regard to any, of '* 
file subjects in regard to which a resolution cannot ’ be 
moved......” • . 

So a resolution cannot be moved in regard to any matter coming 
within Section 17 of the Act. The amendment of the constitution 
involving the abrogation of the present Act is one of the matters 
which cannot be dealt with.- Therefore a resolution cannot be 
moved. If a resolution cannot be moved a discussion cannot be ■ 
allowed oa ’ihc floor of the House. In another place I had admitted 
without adverting to this aspect of the matter, some resolutions, 
four of them in favour of the constitution and two against .it. 
Although I had admitted all or them, when later this definite pro* 
vision of the. Statute was placed before me, it was not permissible 
for me to allow discussion. I ruled themtout and from that point 
of view f ruie this motion for adjournment out of order. 

Mir. K. S. Joseph : May I know whether I can make a 
statement at the end of the President’s remarks, regarding die reso¬ 
lution? ; 
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President i You cannot. According to rules it is not per. 
inissible for me. to allow discussion. And any statement made in 
regard to the. resolutions will again come within the mischief of 
that rule- The statement attached to the adjournment motion 
refers to - certain proposals of Government.. As' I have already 
indicated, no proposals have been placed L b«fore the Sovereign for the 
promulgation.of the new constitution, • . 

Mr. K. S, Joseph : It is exactly to explain that statement 
I aBk permission; 

President: Very well- Now I proceed to deliver, the 
Message of His Highness. I am'placing the Message before the 
House by way of communication from His Highness fully realising 
that it is not permissible to this House to debate upon or to move 
any motions regarding this matter. Why then, it might be asked, 
am I mentioning it ? I have been charged by His Highness to 
communicate his intentions to this House, and that is what I am 
now doing. . In so doing I shall explain the position/ The first 
point that arises udder this constitution is that there will be a 
Lower House elected on the basis of universal adult suffrage. 

. That is a step which I make bold to say has not been taken 
or even/contemplated in British -India. But. His Highness has, 

. evidently been animated by the idea that if adult suffrage is possi¬ 
ble anywhere, -it is possible in Tiavancore on account of the charac¬ 
ter of its inhabitants and the degree of literacy and education 
attained by those inhabitants. I,have also no doubt that thinking 
portions of the population throughout the State and beyond will 
concur in that view. That is also a sign of the complete trust of 
His Highness in the people at large of the State, ■ Now that isnot 
alone. Side by side with the. introduction of universal, adult 
suffrage throughout the State is also the abolition of what is called , 
the official or the nominated block ; .there will be .no nominations 
at all to the Lower House or to the Upper House. Not only so, 
but the President and the - Deputy President of the one House and 
the other House will not be chosen .by Government but elected by 
the members of the respective Houses. Pausing at this stage for 
a moment, as regards the Lower House certain apprehensions have 
been expressed which are in my humble "opinion not properly- 
argued out, or properly.’conceived'. One of the difficulties pointed 
out is the question of certain minorities, - It will be remembered 
that under thepresent constitution threeminority communities have 
been dealt with. Those three are the Latin Christians, the Muslims 
and the Ezhavas. The object underlying this reform—and I may 
restate and emphasise that very clearly—is that in Travancore at au 
Vol. XXVII—No. I. 
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events, wherever else it is possible or not possible, polities and’ 
religion should bo completely divorced from each other. The' 
exercise of political'and economic rights and the enforcement'of- 
social rights and obligations sbouid be that of the people at large’ 

. subject to the protection o£ certain minority rights-to which I shall 
advert presently. Feeling like thu;, it-is the. duty of Government ! 
to see that no 'religious, .community, no economic communities 
no social community which is specially and definitely organised 
suffers from the lack of expression of its views. ■ 

’ The underlying idea of this reform, as'indeed of any political 
reform, should be and cannot but be a majority rule. That is-in' 

evitable- Under any system of what is called democracy if there 

is to be a Government by the people for the people, the people can\ 
only be construed as meaning the, majority of the people. Only 
there must be sufficient safeguards,to prevent that.majority utilii’ 
mg or misusing the majority privileges for the purpose of victi- 
mising or oppressing any particular minority. Subject to that 
•a ,= ..a quggtion that democracy involves

separate community in the State- Ij has got about ten S ^ 
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of population - . If you divide the Christians according to, 
their sub-divisions, none of the., Christian sub-divisions would 
be able to equal the Ezhava community in - number. If all 
of the sub-divisions are - lumped together, they may outnumber the 
Ezhava community., The Ezhavas are, at all.Wents, tha largest in 
number among the Hiudu communities. Certain specific safeguards 
were given to them because they thought that, by virtue of,,i'heir 
economic' disability, by virtue of the social disability which they 
were labouring under, till the Temple Entry Proclamation,, they 
could not get their proper-share in the 'Government of the State. 
Therefore a certain reservation has been made for them. The only 
demand that the Ezhava community has made till now is that that 
reservation will not do and that they should have adult suffrage. 
There are representatives of the Ezhava community, here and they 
will contradict me if l am wrong, when I say that there. has not 
been a single demand on behalf of the Ezhava community for any- ( 
thing in • .relation to their future excepting the grant of adult suff- ’ 
rage. Notv that has been granted. So the question of the Ezhava 
community can be put on one aide for the moment., • 

We next come to the Muslim community, and the Latin 
Christian community. Take the Latin Christians first; We know 
exactly where thpy are situate.' I give-an undertaking—and I can 
give that undertaking, because of the gracious procedure of His 
Highness in extending my term for five years so that I may carry- 
through this reform—that proportionately the'Latin Christian com¬ 
munity will get. much more representation in the new legislature 
than they have at the present time. It can be done in a number 
of ways, I shall indicate one. of these. Constituencies have to be 
delimited. We know‘very well that, proceeding from the sea in¬ 
land along the coast, over a large..portion of Travancore, if the 
constituencies are within one mile of the sea in breadth, the bulk 
of the population will be Latin Catholics. If tjie boundary is 
pushed three miles within the sen, the bulk-> may, not be Latin 
Christians hut somebody else. If; therefore, constituencies are' 
created oil the basis of the actual habitit or the dwelling places' of 
these Latin Catholic communities and these;constituencies are made 
long and not wide, it is absolutely certain that a larger number of 
electorates will be formed for election by the Latin ’ Catholics of 
Latin .Catholics,'that is, if they choose to elect their own men. , I 
have absolutely no hesitation in giving the assurance that arrange¬ 
ments will be so made with the Franchise Commission that will 
come into existence,, that a community like the Latin Catholic com¬ 
munity whidh though large in number is somewhat backward in 
education notwi£hstandingithe education policy,pursued; both by the 
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State and by other organisations till now, will (still have the right, 1 
if they so choose, to elect their own men, so that they will be in a 
majority in those constituencies. 

Now, with regard to the Muslims also, the case is not 
dissimilar- And as a matter of fact, it is easier. In the 
• first place, it goes without saying that a great deal of the retail 
trade and, a great deal more of the wholesale trade of this country 
is in the hands of the Muslims. It is not impossible to conceive 
of such a framing of the constituencies for the Upper House 
that-Muslims will come in in large numbers there. But even in 
regard to the Lower House the position will be like this. In 
AUeppey, the Mohammedans live in' ■ certain quarters. If 
AHeppey, as a whole, is regarded as a constituency, perhaps 
there might be difficulty for the Muslims coming to their own, 
and of vindicating their position. But if Alleppey is divided 
into three or four constituencies, it is absolutely certain that 
Muslims are bound to come up at leaBt in certain localities. 
The same thing can be said of Thuckalai and even of Trivandrum. 
There are many other such places which I can mention. ‘ It. can be 
definitely stated on behalf of the Government that in regard' to 
Latin Catholics and Muslims, they will see to it that they actually 
get the chance of returning a larger number of representatives than 
they have been able hitherto, or that .they have been asking for. 
Quite naturally, after this reform was announced, a large number 
of meetings has been held where they have said that weightages 
should be allowed, 1 and that they should be given minority repre¬ 
sentation and double the number of seats that they have at present. 

I do not blame those 'who. agitate in that manner. If they do not 
agitate in that manner, naturally the British Indian case would be 
weakened. The Muslims in British'India have made up their minds 
to agitate, not for a number'' proportionate to their population but 
much larger than their population, , Otherwise they,cannot get 
one -third of their present number. In the Madras legislature and in 
, the Bombay legislature, although their population is only about 10 
or' 12 per cent, the number of their seats is 30 per cent. Therefore, 
if honourable members of the Musljm community apprehend that 
by giving their consent, tacit or. implicit, to this reform, they will. 
be handicapping their co-religionists in British India, or the Quaid-e- 
j5sam in thte attempts -that he is making for a new constitution in 
. India and in making Pakistan, they are perfectly entitled to do so. 
And I have told my Muslim friends although we do nbtpro¬ 
pose to change out constitution, we shall fully, honour their point 
of view andgnall take it for granted that they will always have a 
number of public meetings opposing us vehemently. ' If they dq 
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not do that, I would be surprised. But-the real eause of nervous¬ 
ness is elsewhere. The • Mohammedans of Travancorc have never 
asked for weightages. From 1888 on .we have had Muslim mem¬ 
bers sitting in the Council who have, never asked for weightages or. 
for any special arrangements. They have been perfectly happy 
about the arrangements,mnd until this reform was announced, there 
was no apprehension in their minds. They are afraid—about the' 
rights and wrongs of that fear I cannot say anything—that 
some British Indian province may take a lesson from us 
and start universal. suffrage and get rid. of weightages and re¬ 
presentations in the Legislature and in the Executive. But of that 
we cannot be concerned. As I said, this Government will take full 
note of the attitude of the Muslim community in India as a whole 
and the necessity for the Muslim community lo reiterate their parti¬ 
cular demands however appropriate or inappropriate they may be tp 
this particular State. All that I say is, that though their appre¬ 
hensions may be legitimate or well-grounded from their own point 
of view, they will, certainly not be well*ba£ed because this Govern¬ 
ment are giving a definite undertaking that they will proportionately 
be getting even a larger number of the seats in the new Legislature 
than they have .been getting at present. _• That finishes the main 
minorities. 

"But there are other 'minorities like Bambavars, Nadars, 
Maravare. and so forth. How are they .to be treated ? Under' 
no system-of territorial electorate can they'come in. because 
they are spread out in small numbers arjd are mainly agri¬ 
cultural labourers- 1 It is quite conceivablei that in the Upper 
House, agricultural labour will’get represented. I go further. If 
agricultural labour in certain localities is given a chance of organis¬ 
ing itself, separately, then agricultural labour in the House will be 
well represented. There are also many other labourers, the.b'and- 
loom weavers, for instance. Handloom weaving may be maeje into 
a separate constituency- ; Tlie object of Government therefore, is 
to make the two ifouses, co-equal in power. Otherwise it is not 
possible, under any system of adult franchise, to provide for the ' 
underdog. Knowing the methods of electioneering as many of us 
do, it is the politipan, it is the person with a particular slogan, or 
war-cry or watch-word or programme that will get the votes under 
adult suffrage. We see that day after day. Anybody who\ puts 
forward the Congress flag is bound to succeed. T|iere can be no-' 
body standing against it- He forfeits his-deposit. The Congress 
hierarchy may choose a;Mus!im or a-scheduled caste person. But' 
the-case of Dr. Ambedkar or Mr- Jin.nah is, they choose those tv ho 
are convenient for them- The whole idea of what, may be called 
adult suffrage'is nullified under it. And under no system of -

suffrage can all minorities get a chance by election because the 
agricultural .labourer, the coolie in the field, end the haudloom 
weaver will never get a chance, unless lie gets up and—as some 
‘ lawyers do iu giving up their profession and taking to trade 
unionism—throws up his profession and takes to politics. That 
is why it has been considered*■ necessary, and although I have 
no right to say so, the wisest possible provision is u> have an 
Upper House of a co-equal character. The Upper House, it has 
been very happily described, is a home of reaction. It is just the 
opp'osite. There may be [some reaction in the Lower House in 
view of the adult, suffrage or spine kind of hunting after apolitical 
order." The Upper House will not be like that. It will be more 
democratic- Another undertaking has been given and. that is an 
undertaking which must be borne in mind, .that the interests of 
labour, will be exactly equal to the interestsof capital in the Upper 
House—Labour, not only industrial labour, but .having regard to 
the difficulties and the differences in Travnncor’e, Vashewnut labour, 
coir labour, cocoanut labour, agricultural labour; industrial labour, 
.. small cottage industries, haud-loom weaving—all these will be 
separately provided for, arjd organised labour will be given 
a chance to be represented in the Upper House. Capital, whether 
it is agricultural capital, the land lords interests, the Jenmies inter¬ 
ests, the Edavagas interests, the big industrialists’ interests, all these 
will have to be represented. But how will they be represent¬ 
ed ? By calling them to form organisations or groups and regis¬ 
tering themselves. just as the Chambers of Commerce are doin^ 
today, just as other organisations are doing today, the coir workers 
will have to organise themselves into associations and thjy will be 
regarded as ivu electorate for the purpose of electing one or. two:.- 
members to the: Upper House. In that maimer it is proposed 
that labour,—agricultural, industrial, artisan—and capital will be,- 
equally served by the Upper House.

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So it will. be seen how from Mysore and elsewhere the point 
arises.w-ith special advertence to the conditions in . British India. 
The Upper House, according to my contention or* submission,, will 
not be a home of reaction but will be a kind of compendium of 
the main occupations—industries and trades and-professions of the 
country, not only lawyers and doctors, not. only the learned pro¬ 
fessions like teachers and others hut labour, capital, industry- 
all of which will be provided for in the Upper House. , , 

Then we come to the actual administration itself. Administra¬ 
tion will be by committees. Much has been said about responsible. 
Government. Elsewhere I have stated that responsible .Govern¬ 
ment in the' British sense is a thing which Travancore will 
not introduce,. Not only so but in every place to which I go and 
on every occasion, as for instance, in meeting the Parliamentary' 
Delegation, it will be my endeavour to try to persuade British India 
not to have responsible Government in the British Parliamentary 
sense- - That is a-matter on which I feel, so strongly. At the risk 
of taking some little lime I must give thereasons why. 
Experience of responsible Government in that sense, truncated 
though it-was under the Montague-Cheimsford Reforms, made it 
clear that no Minister could really have time to study a subject or 
carry out a programme if he is constantly engaged in finding .out 
whether he is going to be,a Minister tomorrow or the day after. 
There are always groups-—combinations-—formed. Today A, B and 
G are the followers of myself as Minister. Somebody else* Mr„ 
Viudyanatha Aiyar, takes hold of A and B,* gives some inducement 
to. A and B to come away from .my party and join his party. 
•'Mr. Vaidyanatha Aiyar’s party then' moves a motion of no.confi¬ 
dence. The minisier is constantly .trying to di.-engaga A and B from 
Mr. Vaidyanatha Aiyar and get them back, Such instances have been 
known in Bombay. It is notorious in' Sind, known in the'Nortb- 
Western Frontier Province, known in'the Punjab, known in 
Bengal. In a. neighbouring State, it is vaguely rumoured that such 
a phenomenon is not wholly beyond the range of probability or 
actuality. . The whole point is that the Executive should have some 
■ continuity of existence so that it may - plan for the future.without 
tbe.fearofits being upset by joint encounters and fragmentary- 
combinations. . That being so, the question of the 'responsibility of’ 
the Executive to the Legislature in that sense does not exist. But 
on the other hand, there is another aspect ,of the ihvttcr. The 
Government, of the country,hereafter, will be. by committees of the 
Legislature, What do 4 mean ? Not sufelcient advertence has been 
paid to that portion of the communique. Take the subject of 
finance or,. public works. ' Hereafter the bringing-of the Budget" 
to the notice of the House will he by the Financial Secretary or the 
finance, authorities .as the- mouthpiece of Government'., It frill be - 
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said that such and such is the Budget which is recommended to be 
passed. Immediately the two Houses of the Legislature will ap¬ 
point committees. They will no longer be Advisory Committees. 
They will be executive and governing committees.. Let us say that 
there are three persons appointed by the Lower House and two by 
the Upper House.' These live will'sit down with the financial 
Secretary and go "through every item of the Budget. It is only 
what lias been agreed upon between the Financial: Secretary and 
that Committee that will become the Budget and when that Budget 
" is presented to the House, the Financial Secretary will only act As 
an expert adviser. The piloting of the Budget will be by the 
Committee' There will be no nominated President to guide the 
'deliberations. There will be no'officers to vote. It is open'to 
■ the House to send for any particular officer- . Supposing it is 
• the Medical grant.-. They, can send for the I Surgeon-General 
and ask “how many hospitals'do'yon want? Why do you , 
want them ?*’ But the responsibility of having the hospitals will 
be on the Cdmmittee and finally on the Legislature. Therefore it 
will be seen that the piloting work will be that of the Committee. 

I do not want to keep that away from this House, because it will 
be found immediately that the. duties of th& Legislature wjll be 
very different from what they are .now. There will bo no Govern- ■ 
■ ment to attack. There will be no Government policy to vindicated 
The Assembly will divide into group's according to professions, vUi 
capital versus labour, small laud holders versus large land holders, 
etc. Therefore it will be on a sdcial and economic cleavage that 
the debates will take place. In other words, the Government will '; 
be with the aid of the permanent executive but essentially guided- 
by the Committees. . 

. Then it is said, .what about! the veto? In such a wide- 
spread democratic move, viz., where committees are no longer 
advisory but governing committees, it is. impossible to conceive, 
at least in the .initial stages,- of any constitution without that ■ 
-right of veto over and above' the rights and, prerogatives of His f 
Highness. When therefore it is ‘understood that the Government 
of the country will be by the committees of the Legislature subject 
to veto, much of the objection that is now being voiced will proba¬ 
bly not be articulate hereafter; 

In the endy all that I have to say in regard to this matter i'a> 
that over and'above thetee safeguards, there will be a judiciary- I. 
do not wish to go further into the rights of‘the Executive because; 
. it depends upon this, that if a Dewaii or anybody goes on vetoing-'! 
and the Legislature goes on imposing its will on the people, it willJ

instance the President o£ the United States of America about 7 
vears a°>o vetoed the resolutions of the Congress 94 tunes a year, 
but that did not make it any the less democratic because_what he, 
rlid was merely to ask them to reconsider the matter. .

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world. It may be said with some confidence that at the present 
moment Travancore is the only place in India which is not suffer¬ 
ing from any imminent prospect of famine. This is the only place 
where His Excellency the Viceroy does not come, for reasons that 
he has been telling everywhere that Travaucore can take care of her ■ 
food position and that .for the time being at least we do not need 
external help. Bat the situation cannot be said to be very 
encouraging. This'morning it was stated in the United Nations 
Organisation that 140 million people are between life and death 
in Europe and that Europe is on the verge of a wheat famine- 
The time has come when these people will have to look to other 
cereals for food and it has been announced by the President of the 
United States that wheat should not be converted into alcohol. 
Wheat should no more be used as fodder for cattle hereafter. 
The bread ration has been reduced in England. His Excellency 
the Viceroy is now touring through Madras and Mysore and Beeing 
portions of Bombay which are in the grip of famine already. The 
position in Ceylon is even more serious. So serious is it that, the 
Government of India have asked us to give some loan of our sur* ' 
plus rice to Ceylon. We have given it on the strict condition that 
it should be returned in the form of rice and they as well as the 
Uovernment of India have given that undertaking. Similarly, the 
Government of Mysore have asked for a loan. We have given them 
12,000 tons. We have supplied to the Government of Madras, on 
account .of their dire necessity, there again, under the distinct pro¬ 
mise that they will return that quantity in the course of the next 
few months as rice. We have had transactions to the extent of 
twenty-five.-crores in the matter' of food. Although people like 
Mr. Sivaswamy. of the Servants of. India Society have tried to 
demonstrate deliberately that conditions in Travancore approached 
the verge of faipine, 1 should say that, on the whole, the food , 
position here is satisfactory. Much the sapie cannot.be said in the' 
case of Mysore or Madras: at this moment.?' There is, however, one ■ 
thing that I must say-and that “is that we should not be optimistic- 
What happened suddenly in Mysore or in Madras may happen 
tomorrow to us. What happened there was that at the source of 
the Cauvery river there was no rain. In the Mettur Dam waten 
ii practically at silHevel. ' The whole tract of the Madras Presi¬ 
dency, Tanjore and Trichinopply, has no water and therefore 'a fa- . 
mine has come. The same thing has happened in Cocanada. 
Cyclone has finished three of the richest districts of, the Andhra 
province. We dp not know what will happen in nature any day 
and - therefore it is, that we have made up our minds to keep the 
ration of 12 qz, Eighty five tfiousand tons of - rice are due 
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to us from Sind. The supply has already started. Fortu¬ 
nately, that rice is being supplied into Travancore ports, into 
Alleppey, Quiloii and Trivandrum, so that we can rush that 
rice to necessary places. Twenty thousand tons are due from 
Tanjore. That, might .take some ..time. We have stores of 
about two crores worth of grain, which is roughly three months’ 
stock and with the quantities which are coming in we will probably 
have five to six months stock. That stock can be best husbanded 
by preventing hoarding, profiteering or black marketing. Because 
the price of rice in the Presidency of Madras is going to soar very 
high unless the : Madras Government take very strict measures, 
there will be Very great temptation for people to smuggle rice from , 
Travancore to the Madras Presidency or beyond. That has, at all 
costs, to be prevented.' That is the first thing. The second as¬ 
pect is that we must be content with the 12 oz. The third thing is 
that we must keep up our procurement scheme and those condi¬ 
tions which arc necessary to regulate the supply of food materials. 

There, is another matter which has also to be borne in mind. 
CeylOn, Bombay, Madras and the Central Provinces, have all asked 
for tapioca from Travancore. They have now stated that they 
should start' eating tapioca- There is at present no chance for 
some of these areas except to eat millets and taj iocu and therefore 
it is that I am making this announcement here so that people who 
have neglected, the growing of tapioca may take up that work 
again. There is a great future in that business.' Apart, from this 
particular.contingency of famine in Mysore and Madras, the starch 
industry needs a lot of tapioca., I would therefore commend to 
the. tapioca owners the importance and .utility of restarting their 
tapioca cultivation. ; / 

Now, I have just one word to say about this Primary Educa- 
tion. I am very glad to say that for the first time this Gov¬ 
ernment have been approached officially for the purpose of entering 
into talks about compromise in regard to the Catholic agPatiom 1 
do not wish to make . my statement more explicit for the reasons 
that I shall presently give you. ■ Some time . ago, two personal 
friends, intimate personal friends of mine, Sir Maharaj Singh and 
Mr. Kallia Pani were approached by certain person’s from Travancore. 
It. was widely announced m the newspapers that Sir Maharaj Singh 
would preside over the. Catholic Conference. Not unnaturally, 
having regard to the friendship that has existed for a long time, 
not only between Maharaj Singh arid myself, but between members 
bf his family and myself, he wrote to me about the matter. What 
he wrote to me was this : “For various reasons which I shall ex¬ 
plain in person, I am unable to attend the Conference in Travan- 
core to which Mr. Yarkey of, Palai has invited me.... .1 wond^y 
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if!-you saw the resolution .framed by the .Council or the All India 
Catholic Association. Is not some compromise possible on these 
or similar lines ? In any case, will you kindly agree- to receive a 
deputation if some of us outsiders are to come ? ’ 1 said: “With the 
utmost possible pleasure l am ’willing to discuss with you or-any¬ 
body else,”.. But what happened was that he was asked not to 
oome and he has not come ; and the reasons will be made public 
when I come to know more about the matter. In the meantime,' 
Mr. Rallia .Rain asked whether a deputation could be received by 
the Government. Mr. liallia Ram is the Secretary of the Joint 
Committee of the Catholic. Union of India and the All-India Council 
'of Indian Christians. The President of that Body is Dewan 
Bahadur M. Ratnasvvami, M. a., Vice-ChanceHor of the Annamalai 
University. The Secretary is Mr- Rallia Ram. -Last week, it seem* 
people have met him and he has now asked whether a deputation of 
these associations could be received by the Government, 1 said i 
“With the utmost pleasure.” 9th and 10th February- were fixed' 
for the deputation. Then I got a telegram that the deputation 
would nod qome, and that it had been postponed sine die, certain 
telegrams stating “for Heaven's sake do not- compromise,” having 
gone to him. That was the purport of the telegrams that went to 
him. . I place this on the floor of the House.. He has written to 
me; . “I wired and informed you that we are unable to visit 
Travancore. We owe you an explanation for the cancellation of 
the visit........We have no intention to interfere with the in¬ 

ternal. management of the State or to cause any embarrassment to 
the State. At ihe same time we are grateful to , you for your 

courtesy-..We shall approach you again.” I have, said.* 

■“Anytime you could, you will be welcome.” blow,, it . is clear 
therefore that attempts made to compromise or attempts even 
made ,to meet the' Head, of the Administration were negatived 
for reasons into which I shall not-enter. In the meantime, "the 
Secretory bf the Cochin Cocoaaut Growers’ Association and 
also the Cochin Central 1 Christian. Committee, has written to 
rha on this on the 4th February. He has been keeping aWay 
from this 'agitation, bus 'he is now .-willing to enter into the possi¬ 
bility of a'compromise.-'t I have received series of letters on this 

matter and I have also been personally approached with regard to 
the possibility of a compromise. I have no hesitation iii saying 
that this'-Government was ' never averse to the discussion of this 
matter. - But if parties' forge ttiirgJ their duties and obligations, 
continuously indulge! in anti-democratib - iriSH anti-governmental 
propaganda, I should say that that is riot approaching the Govern¬ 
ment along the right line. If telegrams are "sent to Jt'he Parli@-' 
mentary Delegation or to the Secretary of State or" to ihcWi'cetoy 
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saying that so and so is anti-Christian, that there is a programme 
of extermination of Christians, that some people in the State 
are at it and Ghriseiaus are externed from their lands, that tlieir 
properties are being confiscated, that Churches are dislocated, 
that there is a general feeling of persecution and that this is a part of 
that persecution—if that is the kind of agitation, that is not the 
correct approach to the Government. The Government therefore 
have to say definitely, 'unequivocally, just as they have stated iu 
the case of the constitutional reform and the Parliamentary Dele¬ 
gation, that the scheme of the Government is final', ultimate and 
irrevocable. And it is on that basis nevertheless,'I say that there 
is a possibility of compromise. I may mention here that a com¬ 
promise has already been arrived at with the London Mission 
Society. If there is one community of Christians in the State who are 
more wedded to educational problems, who have made a researchful 
study of Education and who have devoted attention ou the right 
and proper lines than any other, it is the London Mission Society 
and the G. M, S. Christians of Travancore. The L. M. 8. have not 
found it difficult to arrive at a compromise. There is today a do¬ 
cument in writing with the Director of Public Instruction indicat¬ 
ing the-possibility of a compromise. That compromise has been 
accepted by the Government. So, the kind of agitation that has 
been set afdot and has been continued, that the Government is anti- 
Christian and is for, the annihilation of the Christian community, is 
belied by the fact that at least one important and influential Chris; 
tian community has now accepted all the principles of the Govern¬ 
ment iu the matter of Education. This Government is under an 
absolute obligation to educate every boy and girl between the ages.5 
and 11, Catholic or non-Catholic, Christian or .non-Christiauandfor 
this, this Government has to start (Schools in every locality where 
■ there is a minimum population so-as to prevent children from being 
put to the necessity of having to walk mere than a mile or two to 
attend classes. Supposing, there is a school, ;a Catholic one, in a 
locality where, the Catholic population is 500 ami the non-Catholic 
population is 2,000. If Government do not open a school in that 
locality for the purpose of. covering the needs of the two thousand 
five hundred they would be abdicating their dirty and giving up 
iheir right. The Catholics are entitled however to "say: “We do 
not approve of the method in which you -educate our people.” 

(At this stage the clock'struck one.) .

* . (The House signified their assent). 
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The position is this.. Under the Primary Education Act, 
every parent and every boy is liable to be punished under the law if 
the boy does not attend the school. If there is only one school,, 
what will happen ? It means that a non-Catholic parent and a 
non-Catholic pupil will be fined or sent to the Jail for not going 
to the Catholic school. Obviously that cannot be done- The 
Government must therefore start noil-denominational schools in 
those localities. But the Catholics may say this and are entitled 
to put forward this point of view, viz., “ We do not believe in this 
system of education. Wc believe that Catholics should be bred. 
up in the Catholic atmosphere and in the law of the Catholic 
religion.” In fact the Muslims also have said so. ‘‘ Therefore 
please do not hinder ns from running' Catholic institutions for 
Catholic children. If we run Catholic institutions for Catholic 
children, you must finance ns because we. are part of the 
tax-paying population. VY T e are a* much tax-payers as the Hindus 
or the Muslims. Therefore if we run Catholic institutions for 
Catholic students we should be entitled to do so, as part of a 
general educational policy, because we feel conscientiously that 
your system of secular education is a mistake.’’ Then I think, in' 
such cases the educational cess which is gathered from the Catholics 
and the non-Catholics together and the general revenues would not 
be utilised. There are amounts set apart .for the encouragement 
of charitable and religious institutions. Froth those funds not as 
much as they, are getting at present but probably more than they 
are getting would be made available to the Catholics '.if they 
approach Government from that point, of view. But they have 
never done so. I find that all the Catholics in the primary instit 
tutions in the Stale do not get more than Rb. 3 lakhs. ’ If the 
' Catholics have stated: we cannot afford 'to run our •institutions" 

'with:these 3 lakhs,” Government would have no hesitation in ■ 
giving them i lakhs. But nobody approached tint. Government in 
that manner. Not a single "person asked us. But they. started 
doctrines and theories from .very many books such as the book 
of Revelation, No. 666 and quoted the picture of the final anti* 

' Christ- Similarly there are hundred' ways in which they can be 
dealt with. The matter therefore is open to compromise, open to 
discussion as it was. open to discussion with Hie E. M. S. But 
there is this thing, viz., the Catholics cann'ot asiert—as they arc now 
trying to—the right to 1 teach the non-catholics. The duty of 

‘ teaching the non-Catholics is the duty and the right of the State 
and the State alone can be responsible, for such work. Suppose 
non-Catholics like the Muslims—for instance Mustafa Sahib, his 
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got more money than ho: can spare and proposes to start a Muslim 
school and sa\ r s he: want; tiie assistance of Government in regard to 
finance, then his personal financial position will also be looked into. 
This right.can only be given to persons who conscientiously desire 
to inculcate the truths of rheir religion to pupils of that community 
or sub-community. The Catholics may run schools for the Catho¬ 
lic children and they are entitled to do so and appoint’Catholic 
teachers. ■ Of course, if the Pnm.ii} itdum.ou Act comes into 
force, the Public Service Commission will select the teachers and 
the number of teachers fo be appointed lo the Catholic schools will 
undoubtedly be in proportion to the population of the' Catholics in 
their schools* The Catholics say : We want in oar Catholic* 

schools all the teachers to be Catholics ” They are entitled to say- 
so and no Government can object to a religious persuasion. Hon¬ 
estly and definitely feeling like . that, the necessary help will be 
‘given on three conditions. Firstlv, the right of the State to regu¬ 
late curricula and to fix .standards will be • kept.' Secondly the 
various religions persuasions whether L. M. S.„ 0. M. S., Muslima or 
Catholics will all deal only with their particular communities and 
teach them m their particular religion and nobody else, because 
so tar as primary, education is concerned, we must have control over 
the whole of the rest of the population.. If the Catholics want to 
contract out of this, let them do so. We have control over the 
rest and not a single non-Catholic will be allowed ,to go to the 
■Catholic school and get.any grant in respect of that item. The 
Catholics in the Caiholic schools are entitled to teach Catholicism 
during part of the day or even the whole day provided the general 
educational Standard is kept up. They have the fullest liberty of 
teaching their particular tenets and. doctrines to pupils of their min 
wmmumty Such institutions will be very liberally helped by the- 
otate and the Government have already announced their intention 
to do so m the case of L. M. S. I therefore appeal to my friends 
to forget all,that has happened during the last few months—eccle¬ 
siastical and otherwise—aud io try .and approach Government and' 
the Department from the point of view of such reordering of edu- 
cation as will make it possible for the legitimate demands of the 
various religious communities to be dealt with. .

I am not aware of any law 
that prevents the Subjects of Travancore from meeting anybody at 
any placei and place their points of view and discuss about things 
that they want to, I really do not see the point in having charac¬ 
terised our meeting the Delegation as “clandestine.” 

I may say whatever views were placed by the Statu Congress 
before the Parliamentary Delegation, they were openly said here' 
both in public meetings and in the press. - 

Presidents'. What, was stated was a series of personal hi- • 
siivuations and allegations of which I have direct testimony. 

Mr. K. 5. Joseph : I am talking of the memorandum "that 
was placed before the.Delegation and I can speak with authority 
that, anything '.that was not said on the platform or in the public 
Vo!. ISVII No. 1. - 1 - ' ‘ - 
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press was never said.in the memorandum. Some delegates might 
have expressed their ,private views about; any matter. But the 
memorandum is the official ,one. 

Again the Dewan alleged that whatever we told them was 
'exparte.’ It is the right of every people that thgy should be free 
to express’their own views. I don’t think that the Parhamentarv 
Delegation earns to India ro preside over debates or arguments of 
two sides pitted against each other and to deliver final judgment, 
Thev came to India with the idea of meeting as many people as 
possible, whenever and wherever thcv could and get their views, bo 
if they welcomed us and board our views there was nothing extra¬ 
ordinary or anything to characterize it as ‘exparte.’ I would 
theierore sav that those two adjectives used about our delegation 
were not-in the least warranted by the circumstances.

Mr. C. P. Gopala Panicker : I rise to 'move for an addi¬ 
tional allotment of. Kg. 19,037 under demand XI—Taxes on 
Income., • . 

Of this amount, a sum of Its. 9,000 is for meeting the expen¬ 
diture on account of the training of two T. C. S. Officers, one in 
Bombay and the other in Madras, and for the special staff in the 
office of the Deputy Commissioner ot Income-tax and Us. 9,036 
'for - the creation of a new circle at Alwaye. ' 

The House will be glad .to know that the Government of India 
have agreed to take two of our officers for training in the schools 
which they have started for their officers of the Income tax depart¬ 
ment. It-is-very rarely that such privileges arc allowed to, Indian, 
States beeause'the schools are meant to train Government.of India 
officers only. Two of ourT. C- S.'officers were selected and deput¬ 
ed ’for training. This amount is required to meet, the expenses on 
accountof their travelling allowances, and for their stay at Bombay 
and" Madras. 

The next'item of Us.-801 is for the engagement of a special 
staff for clearing off the arrears in the Deputy Commissioner’s 
office. A few cases were pending disposal at.the end of last*year. 
It was not possible for the staff in the Deputy Commissioners office, 
to finish all the cases as many cases were filed towards the .close 
of the year. So Government had to appoint a Collector and an 
Accountant.-in the Deputy Commissioner’s office.. Government 
hope to clear 6f£ the arrears* in a very short, time, and so the special 
staff has been appointed only for a period of three "months. It 
is hoped that the special staff will be able to finish its work 
during* this period, but if, on the other"hand, it finds it unable 
to,do son this House will perhaps -have to sanction its continu¬ 
ance for a further period, 

. The third item is for creating a new circle at Alwaye. The 
Income-tax collectors at Alleppey and Kottayam are finding it 
difficult to cope with the increasing work in their circles and in view 
of the progress that is envisaged at Alwaye due to the rapid indus-' 
trial development a collector’s office has become necessary there. 
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Therefore Government;' thought, in the intsreits of revenue, of 
opening a Collector’* office at; Alvvnye. In these circumstances, I 
hope the Hoiim will be pleased to grant the additional allotments 
asked for. >.

Mr. C. Kumar a Das : I move for'n supplementary grant 
of Rs, 12,500 under Demnnd^XIlI—Forest. 

Th# construction of the Perumehani Reservoir has been start¬ 
ed. It is expected that tHo d im will, be completed in about three 
years. When the water Diet out, an area of about five square 
miles will be submerged. There .is a good quantity of very valua¬ 
ble timber in that area. It is necessary that, this timber and 
firewood, .timber to the extent of Ill lakhs of. c. ft. and firewood 
to the extent of one lakh of tons mv exploited and removed from 
the place j within these three years. The existing staff in that 
division will not be able to cope wir-h the additional work. So it is 
proposed to form a new forest division With an Assistant Conser¬ 
vator of Forests and a staff. It is for this purpose that this 
amount is asked-for. ., Tim grant is for a period of eight months

President : What, is intended is this. As .soon as the 
reaeryoir is Complete, five or six square miles will he under water- 
So before water is let in so to say, all the valuable timber and fire¬ 
wood have'to-be cut and carried a why and, if possible,, sold before 
..that time, so that the water may submerge that area. 

The question that Government be granted a sum of Rs. 12,500 
tinder demand XIII—-Forest, was put to the vote and carried,'

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DEMAND XXIV—Medical. 

Mr. N. Ramamurti : I request for an additional grant 
of Rs. 2)500 under Demand XVI—Transport Department. At 
the'time of the preparation of the budget for the'current year, 
provision had not been mad* for payment of Travelling Allowance 
to the lAembars of the Traneport: Advisory Committee. Thin has 
. now to be paid and so I request that the House may bo p* eased to 
grapt the same. 

The question that Government bn grained a sum of 14s. 3,500 
under Demand XVI'— State Transport; Depart merit, was put. and 
carried. '■

DEMAND XVII—Educ,ion. 

Mr. B. Paramu : I rise to move for a grunt of B. Us. 
50,000 under Demand. XVII—Education. 1 

Dr. Akgappa Clicttiar of, Maaru.s has offered to make an 
endowment of'Ks. 1,50,000 for the instituti-m of a Chair in 
Research in the-University'of Travancore and the payment is made 
in monthly instalments, of lie, 4,000 and odd. Government Lava 
: undertaken to mate unequal contribution for the purpose, in view 
of bhe possibilities of mineral research in tlie State. A stun of B. 
Rs. 50,000 is necessary to meet the Governmen t’s contribution for 
the current, year-, I request that this amount may be 'san¬ 
ctioned. 

President : I must make this matter clear. Dr. Alaguppa 
. Chettiar of Madras offered to make a contribution for a resorach in 
mineral sands. After a discussion on the subject, this was decided 
upon. He offered'to pay a certain sum. It was put to him that 
it would be much bctier if he would pay so much per month bo 
that the research may be conducted for three or live years, after 
which it may be stopped. This was suggested because, the interest 
'on the lump sum'endowment would not be sufficient to finance the 
scheme. He has accordingly (paid Ks. 50,000 and this Govern¬ 
ment have to make an equal contribution now. 

The question that Government be granted a sum of B. Ks. 
50,0*00 under Demand-XVII—Eductio/rwas put and carried. 

The demand was passed and the grant was made. 

DEMAND XXIV—Medical. 

Mr. C,. P. Gopala Panjcker : I beg to move for a grunt 
of Rs, 62,015 under Demand XXIV— Mfdical, 
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The first item of the allotment, viz., for Us. 56,000 is for 
the payment of arrears of pay, allowance etc., to die menials of 
•the department. Their pay and allowances were recently revised 
in accordance with the general revision of salaries. The provision 
in’the budget is.not sufficient to meet the expenditure. 

Mr. K. s. Joseph : Why is it not sufficient? 

Mr. C. P, Gopala Panicker : Ai the time of tim fam¬ 
ing. of the budget, orders in regard Hi the revision of salaries had 
not been passed. It was only after the budget was framed, that 
orders in regard to the Medical Department subordinates, were 
passed.. So it was not possible to include this item in Ilm budget. 
So I request that the House tuay be pleased to sanction the 
amount. In regard to the other Hem of Hs 6,0lo, ns the honour¬ 
able members of the House know that Mr. 1’. T. Thomas of 
Palampadotn voluntarily constructed a pay ward in the District 
Hospital, Kottayam, at tin expense of over Rs. '25,000 wherein 
the Government, had promised to give a free supply of timber. 
The Conservator of Forests supplied the necessary timber t > the 
value of Rs. 6,015 and requested the Medical Department, to make 
the payment. There is no provision in the Budget of the Medical 
Department to make that payment to the Forest Department. 
This amount is asked for the purpose of making a book adjust¬ 
ment, So I request the House to sanction the Demand. 

The question thatGovennncnt.be granted a sum of Ks.62,015 
under Demand XXIV —Medical was pul to vote, and carried. 

The demand was passed and tlw grain was made. 

'DEMAND XXVI—Public Health and Sanitation. 

Mr. C. P. Gopala Panicker : Sir, I rite; to move for 
supplementary grant of ID. 5,500 under Demand XXVI—Public 
Health and Sanitation. This amount is for.th ’ continuance of the 
Milk Canteen Scheme till the end of U2l. The House knows that the 
American Government and the Indian Red Cross organisation gave us 
some milk for free distribution in the State- This Uovermnmu have 
to meet the cost-of transport and also the cost of the staff engaged 
for distributing the quantity of milk in the State. In the Imdget 
there is provision only for staff till.the end of September 1945. 
Believing that there would not be .any moye quantity left, for disk 
ribution, no additional provision was made. But later on thy Red 
Gross Society- gave us some more milk. Such being‘the case, the 
distribution had to be continued. It is therefore proposed to conti¬ 
nue the distribution of the milk.till the end of the current year. 
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I hope the House will bo pleased .to sanction this grant. 

The question that Government be granted a sum of Rs 
5,500.,under demand XXVI—Public Health and 'Sanitation wng 
put and carried. 

The' Demand was passed and the grant was made. 

■ ■ ..DEMAND XXXII—Miscellaneous Departments. 

Mr.'B. Paramu : Sir, I-rise to move for a supplementary 
grant of Its, 27,750-undur Demand XXXII—Miscellaneous Depart¬ 
ments.- 

A sum of Rs. 3)000 is-required to meet the additional expendi¬ 
ture caused by the revision of the pay of menials of the Museum. 
This was not anticipated when the budget estimate for the current 
year was framed, 

A sum of Ks. 20;0f!0 is needed to meet the expenditure for 
the maintenance of the zoo animals. The provision made for the 
purpose in the current year’s budget is now found to be inadequate 
as payment of the last year’s bill due to the supply contractors 
was made from this year’s allotment. 

Another sum of Ks. 1750 is required to meet the expenditure 
on account of the formation of an Agri—Horticultural Society at 
Trivandrum. This expenditure; was not anticipated when the cur¬ 
rent year’s budget estimate was framed as the formation of the 
society was sanctioned subsequently. 

A sum .of Rs. 3,000 is ’required to’ meet the expenditure on 
account of animals which are proposed to be purchased this year. 
Out of Rs. 7,500 provided for the purpose in the current year’s bud¬ 
get Rs. 3,880 was spent for the animals already purchased this year 
and Rs. 2,807 had to be paid to the Transport department as hire 
charges for lorries, and an amount of Its. 1,135 has. still to be paid 
oil account, of transporting charges for the year 1121. For the pur- 
pose of meeting the expenditure under all the above items a sum of 
Ks. 27,750 is required. I request the House to sanction this 
Demand. 

President: On account of the tremendous rise hi prices of 
wheat and mutton, it was . found that the animals were really half 
starved. As it was found essential ,to purchase the necessary ’ 
quantity of feeding material, additional cost had to be incurred. 
Hence the increase in the amount. ' , ’ 

.. The question that Government be granted a sum of Rs. 27,750 
under Demand XXXII—Miscellaneous Departments was put and 
carried. 

. The demand was passed and the grant was made, 
yol.XXVlI—No.l. 
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.DEMAND XXXII—Miscellaneous Departments. 

Mr. C. Kumara Das : Sir, I rise to move for a supple¬ 
mentary grant of Ks. 1,740—under Demand XXXII —Miscellane¬ 
ous Departments. This is for the purpose of boring a tube well at 
Edapalayam Shooting Camp* 

President: I hope horeafter the Government Officers would 
neyer make use of the expression ‘shooting camp' because no shoot¬ 
ing is allowed in that camp. 

Mr. C. Kumara Das : Sir, facilities at the Edapalayam 
camp for supply of water have been,inadequate. Recently that 
situation grew very acute on aecouut of the comparatively low 
rainfall. It was therefore considered necessary that a tube well 
should be sunk there. Distinguished visitors may visit that place 
at any time and sufficient provision for the supply of good water 
has to be made. Also there was the need for sanitary installations 
in the camp. It is' for these purposes this amount is being asked, 
for," I request the House to vote this Demand. 

The question that Government be granted a sum of Its., 1,740 

upder Demand XXXII.Miscellaneous Departments was put and 

carried; 

The demand passed and the grant, was made, 

' DEMAND XL-- Debt Heads—-Advances. 

Mr. C. Kumara Das : Kir, I rise co move for a grant of 
Rs. 4 lakhs under Demand Xb—-Debt Heads—Advances. 

This amount is required for the purchase of manures. The 
allotment of Rs. , 4 lakhs in the budget; for 1121 ear marked for the 
purchase of manures has already been spent. Certain amounts which 
had beqome due to be paid to the Government of India for manures 
which , they had supplied in the years 1119 and 1120 were expected 
to be paid before the close of 1120. But the bills for the 
amounts were, received here only after the beginning of 1121. 
We had to pay the amounts due on' these bills amounting to nearly 
4 lakhs in the beginning of 1120. There is hardly any balance t.o 
purchase manures this year. Wo have placed orders for a large 
quantity of manure ou the Government of India, We have to make 
payments very urgently for that purpose. I request the House 
to sanction thpi Demand. 

Mr. K. S. Joseph : Sir, I oppose the grant, in order to 
bring ‘ to the notice of the House the difficulty experinced by the 
ryots b this country in the matter of getting manure, particularly, 
with reference to the ground nut oil cakes. At.a time when the 
ground nut oil cakes were selling at about Rs. 120 : if I remember 
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aright, a baD was placed by this Government on the import of 
ground nut oil cakes. As a result, the price of ground nut oil cakes 
rose in the market up to Rs. 180. -While in Cochin it was avai¬ 
lable for some thing less than Rs. 120, much more was the price 
prevailing here in Travancore. Indeed the Government can explain 
why there was such a rise in the price of ground nut oil cakes in 
Travancore when in the neighbouring State of Cochin, it was being 
available for less than R*. 120, .1 know one or two leading Dailies 
in Travancore wrote leading articles on this subject and some indi¬ 
viduals to write a few articles. But Government did not seem to 
have taken any care of them, with the result that just when the 
ryots required manure most, they had to pay almost half as much 
again as they otherwise had to pay. It is for Government to 
explain why they issued such an embargo on the import of ground 
nut oil cakes in Travancore. And 1 understand the ban has not 
been lifted. Also it seams that the Director of Agriculture if he is 
sympathetic is granting permits for the import of this commodity. 
It is very difficult to understand why this was done. It is said that 
Government had with them old stock of ground nut oil cake, and 
manure which they wanted to sell outright. It is for th» Govern, 
meat member to explain this, mat ter. If that is the case, I say it 
is dangerous to allow Government any more money to pay for 
manure. When the prices go down they might re,'disc the-amounts 
spent, on those commodities from the poor agriculturist. In order 
to bring this matter before the House I oppose this Demand. If 
Government .does not explain its position properly I would suggest 
that the House should throw away this Demand-

Mr. C. Ktimara Das ! Sir, refsrenoe has been made to the 
ban ou the import o£ ground nut oil cake into Travunoore. 
Government did not impose any ban. There was only restriction 
■whereby any quantity of cake that was required had to be obtained 
through a’ permit issued by the department* 1 may assure i;hc 
members there was no instance of refusal for the grant of permit to 
anybody. 

Mr. K. 5. Joseph : I know of eases when a permit was 
asked for it was refused, I have also represented that' matter 
before Government. 

Mr, C. KumaraDas : 1 have not received any such reports. 
Bat wherever permits were asked for, they were given, .The idea 
iu.rest,rioting exports through permit was to keep track of arrivals 
of the ground nut oil cake so that Government or the Department 
may know at what rates they were.being sold. It was just a sort 
of protection against black marketing that was aimed at. Govern¬ 
ment also had stocks of eukes|nid it may be that there was some 
slight difference between the price for which the Government sold 
the' cakes and the price <v. which it was sold in Cochin. But the 
point was when no cakes were available for sale to the people, Go- 1 
vernment spent a large, anmut for procuring that and those prices ' 
hat to be realised.. Government did not make any profit in so doing. 
Even though exhor'oitant prices were current in the nieghbourhood, 
Government Were selling, at lower rates during the period referred 
to by the honourable member,. 

Ml". K. S. Joseph: May I know the amount at which they 
were selling the oil cakes ? 

Mr. C. Kumara Das: At present the figures are not avai¬ 
lable. 

As for the payments to 'be made during the years ] 119 and 
1120 I should ask the honourable members to heir in mind these 
. facts, namely that the budget was prepared in Medom and the billH 
from the Government of India were expected before Karkadamam. 
But the bills were actually rsceived here after the commencement of - 
the year, and accordingly the amounts were paid from the budget 
pf 1121, It is. for meeting payments in the current year for bills 
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which may be received during the course of the year, that this 
additional grant is asked for. 

The question that Government be i i cl . -inn ot E*. 4 lakhs 
under Demand XL—Debt Reads—Advances was put and carried. 

The demand was passed and the grant was .made. 

Export of the Public Accounts Committee. ' 

Mr. S. Narayana Aiyar * Sir, I move that the Report 
of the Public Accounts Committee -on the Audit Report and 
Appropriation Accounts for the year 1119 be taken up for consi¬ 
deration. 

Mr. C. P- Gopala Panickar : Sir, I second it. ; 

Mr. N. Narayana Kurup. The main feature of this 
report is the recommendation to the Government) that no authorisa¬ 
tion shall be resorted to where supplementary grants could be voted 
and secondly that the tendency of allowing grants authorised or 
voted to lapse wiih out being spent on the budgetted works should 
be discouraged. The Committee has pointed out that, the Public 
Works Department is the greatest sinner ' ju this respect. They 
are getting the largest.amount possible and allowing that amount 
to lapse. The State Transport department comes second, I am 
perfectly one with the Committee in its recommendations. These 
departments behave like greedy children to get who wish the 
largest share of the food in the house without knowing whether 
they could assimilate the same. The Committee has pointed out 
that the budgetting .for these Departments is defective and that it 
should not be repeated. 

I shall now show Sir, that the lethargy of the Public Works 
departments is inexcusable by quoting one or two instances. The 
culvert in the Main Road just south of the Attiugal junction has 
been damaged some mouths ago. The department has not done 
any work till then to reconstruct. Again, the newly cut river at 
Chakkulam in Thalavady is dried up as the bed.level of the newly 
cut river is above the bed levels of the rivers on cither side. This 
means irresponsible Supervision. The Department carries out as 
little work as possible. It does not spend even a reasonable pro¬ 
portion of the Budget allotment. If it does not spend any amount 
in one year, it will be carrried over and added 7 to next year’s fund 
and so on, and it goes on for three years. If after the three .years, 
the whole amount accumulated were to iapso the department and 
the expert who has been brought down must be said to have failed 
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If that is the attitude of the Department mv submission is 
that this Department, has to he abolished- I Wive that ilio Dewaii. 
President will agree with me in my[remnrks about the Public Work 
Department which has a duty to finish all budgeted works every 
year. It is the only department which can help the people by con¬ 
structing many rural roads connecting the village to commercial- 
and industrial centres. People expect much from vim Department 
but they are disappointed. I would ' invite the attention of the 
President to these! matters. 

President: Order order. I fully realise the point,' my 
honourable friend is emphasising. I .do not. find die member in 
charge ■ of the Department; here. 1 do not know whether the 
Secretary knows anything about it. 

Mr- C. Kumara Das : No Sir. 

President: The particular matter is engaging my munition 

also. 

It may be said that I am also leth.ugia in flu.- matter.. lint 
on similar matters where any work is neglected, I would r«:ijtuiHt 
the honourable Member to immediately address ih<* (■Joverument. 
On the other hand, if the honourable Member wants u general dis¬ 
cussion I would like to have the Member in charge here. 

Mr- N. Narayana Karup : I do no: wan, a general 
discussion. 

President'- Yes- If the honourable Member wants an 
answer now on the floor tff the house, if he thinks he should get 
an answer, I must‘nominate somebody from the P. W. Depart¬ 
ment. a ' 

Mr. N. Narayaffa fcurup : No, Sir, I wish only to invite 
the attention of thffiPtpsrarot to iny remarks about the culvert 
just south of Attinpd.h'i.',the main road and the newly cut river 
at Thakvady. 

President: I thuik I passed over it just twenty days ago. 

Mr. N. Narayana Kurup : What is deplorable is that 
the Department does not care to do some work there. 

Secondly, I may just invite.the attention of the President to 
another matter. A river was cut last year. I was repeatedly com¬ 
plaining that the bed level of the new river should be made, the 
same as that of the two rivers on either side. Now, there is no 
water at'all in the new river because the bed level of the newly cut 
river is above the bed level of the. two rivers on either end. If 
that is the sort of work that the Department is doing, there is no 
»se of allowing, any money to this Department from the Public 
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revenue. Therefore) I request the President to issue strict orders 
to the Heads of the Departments, and especially to the P. W. D. to 
spend the amount budgetted for any year within that year itself. 
Many rural roads may also be ordered to be taken up for consi¬ 
deration. 

President: Elsewhere the same question was raised in the 
same connection. In dealing with the report, I stated the views of • 
uui Government in this matter. Government are disappointed over 
the progress made iii the Public Works Department. Government 
have given public expression of that disappointment. They 
specially feel that adequate attention Inis not been given to village 
and rural communications as they expected they should be given. 
The Government are also particularly anxious that although there . 
has been the idea of the fund for one year acruing to that of the 
next year, there is no . point in accumulating the amounts for a 
period of three years and then, ns you said, and allowing the whole 
amount to get lapsed. But the honourable Member.may rest assured 
that these points will engage the serious attention of the Govern¬ 
ment. 

Mr. N. Narayana Knrup ; Sir, I think a walk-out as a 
protest against this sort of authorisation of the amounts without a 
vote or the legislature is essential, under these circumstances, to 
impress the Government. 1 

President : Honourable Member is perfectly at liberty to 
do so, because it is only a measure to impress Government. 

Mr. N. Narayana Kurup ■■ But I do not do it now ; if 
I do so now, it will be a direlectiou ot duty to my. constituency in 
that I cannot participate in any of the further proceedings of this 
Legislature, though a walk out will be applauded by some friends. 
But Sir, i in cent walking out at 4'30 p. m, today in protest and will 
not participate in any proceedings of this House till 11 A- M. 
tomorrow. I assure that all honourable members of this House, 
including members in the treasury benches will follow suit in sym¬ 
pathy. If any. honourable member forgets to walk out at 4'30 p.m. 
I would request him to meet here at 11 a. m- tomorrow and make 
a statement that he was prevented from walking out today and 
walk out as far as the doorway under protest and return atonce. 

Mr. K. A. kaman Pillai : I have rend with considerable 
interest the Audit report and I am glad to note that members of 
the Legislature who are member,•; of the Public Accounts Com¬ 
mittee have bestowed anxious attention to the Audit lie port and 
Appropriation of accounts of 1119. I may at the outset *say that 
I am in complete agreement with the recommendations and sugges¬ 
tions of the honourable members. It can be.seen from the report 
that additional amounts are granted |by ! way of supplementary 
grants and also by way of authorisation under section 3J. 
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The report makes pointed reference to the fact that amounts 
were allowed to lapse by various Departments whether granted 
authorisation or by way of supplementary grants. The pheno¬ 
menon of lapse seems to be the predominent feature of the Public 
Works Department. The honourable member Mr. Naravana 
Kurup referred to that matter and he said that the P. W. D. is the 
worst sinner in this inspect. If the amounts that arc provided for 
in the Budget are not properly utilized _ and works carried out;, 
then the public are not going to be benofitted at all. Now, from 
page 11 of the report it miry be seen that huge amounts arc includ¬ 
ed in' suspense accounts relating to the P. W. Department and the 
question was raised whether there was the. necessary saimtiofi for 
the same. Mr. Nataraja Pillai who lias dived deep into tire intri¬ 
cacies of the Audit report has pertinently referred to the question. 
If it were only a question of two or three thousand rupees it 
would not have mattered much. But when lakhs ami lakhs 
of rupees hw* included in the suspense accounts, the question 
of exercising effective control naturally arises. Further 
elucidation of . that .matter is necessary from the head of 
the Departments concerned. At the first meeting of thu 
Committee it was suggested that the Chief Engineer should bn 
present for the next meeting to clarify matters. But; it is un¬ 
fortunate he was not present fob the next meeting too and wc re¬ 
main where we were, without the necessary information. Tim 
same thing happened with regard to the State Transport Depart¬ 
ment. I shall invite the attention of the House to page 7 of the 
Report. There we see that the State Transport Department, has 
an additional grant of three lakhs and odd sanctioned towards ex¬ 
penditure uhder,“operating expenses”. .An explanation was neces¬ 
sary from the Departmental Head since Hs. 1 lakh and odd was 
found to be in excess of actual requirements. The explanation of 
the Departmental Head was necessary. But it was not available 
since tie Departmental Head was not present for any of tlul meet- 
in<rs of the committee. 

I may also point out that, as the Dowan-preaidcut suggested 
in the Committee, it will be better for the Government to "place* 
before the committee a ; memorandum on mutters on which they 
would like the advice of -die Committee. Then it will.be very easy 
to find out where improvements in the working of the various De¬ 
partments are necessary. It will also be then easy for obtaining ne¬ 
cessary explanation from the departmental heads concerned lor' the 
irregularities pointed out by the members. In this connection, 
another thing that I wistt to point out-is .that if amounts are not 
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rpent during a year those amounts will have to be surrendered to 
the Government during the year- It is also not advisable to spend 
all the amounts at the very fag end of the year to prevent the con- 
tingency of lapse. I have nothing more to add at present.

Mr. N. Ramakrishna Pillai : This Bill is intended to 
give statutory sanction to payments from the Savings Bank es¬ 
pecially in the case of legal representatives of depositors* minors, 
lunatics and married .women. Honourable members are aware that 
at present there is no statute law in Travancore to regulate this 
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procedure. It is considered necessary to give legal sanction to pay¬ 
ments that have to be made in the case of deposits, when these 
-deposits are demanded ,by the legal representatives of depositors in 
cases where no nominees have been appointed by them and in the 
case of minors when payments have to be made to them' on* the 
receipt granted by them and in the case of lunatics either when de¬ 
manded by proper persons or by committees appointed for the pro¬ 
tection of minors and also in the case of married women. The 
present practice is considered insufficient and unsatisfactory and 
affords.no protection to persons making these payments. It is, 
therefore, considered necessary to enact legislation for the purpose 
of empowering payments of this (character. I therefore psove 
' this Bill for the consideration of the House- 

Title of ' the Bill. 

Secretary : The title of the Bill shall be “The Travancore 
Government Savings Bank Bill.’’ 

Mr. K. A. Raman Pillai'. I want to make one or two 
observations. I am also of opinion that the necessary law should 
be enacted for giving legal authority for making payments of de¬ 
posits in the Government Savings Banks. I went through the 
Sections. Probably my suggestions may be considered if the Bill 
is referred to the Select Committee. One or two clauses appear so 
flagrant that I am compelled to make the following (observations.

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The Tbavahcobb Pbevention of Adulteration Pill. 

Mr. N. Ramakrishna PiMai I bag to introduce the 
Travancore Prevention of Adulteration Bill and move that the Bill 
be read in the Council. 

Mr. S. Narayana Aiyar ; I second it. 

TITLE OF THE BILL. 

Secretary : The title of the Bill shall be ‘‘The Travancore 
Prevention of Adulteration Bill-!’ 

The motion was put to vote and carried. 

Mr. N. Ramakrishna Pillai : Honourable members are 
aware that there is a law to prevent adulteration of foodstuffs- Act 
IV of 1106. That Act relates only to the prevention of adultera¬ 
tion in regard 'to articles of food. Government consider it is 
necessary to widen the scope of this Act so as to include all kinds 
of articles —articles of a commercial character as also manufactured 
articles and articles of every kind. The scheme of the Act is to 
authorise Government to notify in the Government Gazette such 
articles as in the opinion of the Government should be brought 
under‘ the Provisions of' this Act. Honourable members will see 
from the definition of ‘notified article’ (that the expression moans 
any article to’which the Act is made applicable by the Government 
by notification in the Government Gazette ; whenever therefore 
Government consider it necessary to bring a particular article under 
the provisions of this Act, it is enough to notify the article in the 
Gazette. As soon as the article is notified, in the gazette, the pro¬ 
visions of the Act will apply to such an article. 

Honourable-members will also be aware that under the exist¬ 
ing Food Adulteration Act, local bodies are given power to get the 
food which is considered to be. deleterious examined by a Public 
Analyst. The whoie responsibility of putting the provisions of the 
Act into operation is thrown upon the Local Bodies, but there is 
no coordination between local bodies in this matter- It is left to 
the sweet will and pleasure of the local authorities to sue whether 
a particular article of food is adulterated or not. There is no 
compulsion on the part i of these local bodies to see that these 
articles,'are analysed and action taken under the provisions of the 
Act. For this purpose an important provision is made in the pre¬ 
sent BUI. Honourable members will see that section 3 empowers 
Government to appoint either the Director of Public Health or-any 
other officer to see to the proper workingof this Act. Any officer 
could be empowered to inspect, control and supervise the action 
taken by the local authorities under this Act. . This is a special 
provision which has been considered necessary for the efficient 
working of this Act. 
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Again, Government are also empowered from time to time to 
' define the powers of the officers so appointed to see to the proper 
working of this Act- It will be seen from clause 4 that the Direc= 
' tor of Public Health or any other officer appointed by the Govern¬ 
ment under Section 8, may, from time to time, as occasion requires, 
recommend for adoption to the local authorities such measures as 
mav be necessary for carrying out the purposes of the Act in any 
local area. The scheme of the Act is that the provisions’of the Act 
should be carried out in the first place, by local authorities—local 
authorities are defined to include not only local bodies but even 
Tahsildars in places where there are no local bodies. The most 
important function of the Director of Public Health or any other 
officer appointed by Government is to give directions to the local 
authorities to see that the Act is brought into operation in respect 
of any particular article. If the local bodies are negligent, it is 
open to the officer concerned to ask them to take action in respect 
of any particular article and see that the provisions of this Act are 
brought into force in respect of that article. 

There is another special feature of this Act, which require* 
mention and that is, not only the local bodies but also Government 
are empowered to take action in regard to any articles, if ip the 
opinion of Government, any such action is required. For instance, 
take the case of shark liver oil, which is a manufactured article ; 
if it is not up to the standard, it is open to the Government to 
appoint an officer for' the purpose of seeing that the purity of the 
article is kept up to the standard and that it is manufactured in 
the proper Way. Again, a provision iB made in the Bill that if in 
the opinion of Government,, any local authority fails or is unable 
- to do it, duty under the Act, the Government may authorise by 
notification in the Gazette any officer to perform that duty. Thus 
the special features of this Act are, in the first place, not ohly local 
authorities but also in cases where there are no local authorities, 
the Tahsildars are empowered to bring the provisions of the Act 
into operation in respect of any particular article. Then, if the 
' local authorities are negligent, it is open to the officer who-is 
specially appointed for co-ordinating the work of the local authori¬ 
ties to see that the local authorities arc properly enforcing the 
provisions of this Act. These officers could therefore enforce the 
provisions of the Apt and ask the local authorities concerned to do 
•their duty under this Act. 

Another feature of this Act as already adverted to, is that 
it is also open to Government, in cases where local authorities do 
not do their work,’or where Government consider it necessary to 
do^so’ to put the provisions of the Act into operation in respect of

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any, article lo appoint an officer for the. purpose and see that the 

. particular standard expected,,o£ it is properly maintained. Many of 
.the,provisions are those contained (in the Food Adulteration Act 
.which is already in force. Several important improvements have 
been made in regard to the existing provisions in that Act. 1 may 
also; hiring to the notice of. the house, the fact that in British India, 
there was a Committee and that committee had made certain recom- 
1 mendations for,the. improvement of the provisions in the existing 
Act. AU those suggestions have been incorporated in the Bill, and 
as it was thought that a more, comprehensive, measure would , be 
the appropriate thing .the Government have considered it necessary 
• to, recast the whole enactment and bring it out as a comprehensive' 
. measure repealing the old and re-enacting in a new form- an Act 
with all these important provisions included in it.

President : Before the Bill is further discussed upon, I 
mat' point out that Government have considered it imperative that 
some such measure should.be placed,orr.the statute hook, especially 
with, regard to the increasing industrial development of this country. 
Quite recently, we found to our astonishment, that, shark liver, oil 
was being sold -with 50 to 60 per cent, of groundnut oil. There 
was' no possible way of preventing it, because it was not. an article 
of food in the ordinary acceptation. The.Government of Travan- 
core.through.the Fisheries. -Department sold ■ 100 per cent.- shark 
liver oil. There were, others who were mixing up mupji of ground¬ 
nut oil. The result was that all over, India;,, wherever shark liver, oil 
. wtifi sold generally the idea was that the shark liver oil wqs the mono¬ 
poly product of Travancore. It was .that shspsk,liver, oil combined 
with groundnut oil did not produce good results. Thereupon noti¬ 
fications were published to the,effect that, the . Travancore .Govern¬ 
ment will only sell what may be called certificated shark liver-; oil 
which is T0U per cent, shark liver oil- Bjit.Ahnt is one aspect.;pf 
the matter; • At a time when We wpre likely to obtain 'practically,a 
' monopoly, of starch, owing to our, tapioca being very much- in 
request, it was found, and the matter, was-, reported to me by 
friends who.are leading millowners both in.Borpbay and Ahineda- 
bad, that they deliberately purchased Travancore starch manu¬ 
factured from Tapioca-because they took .it .for granted thgt it 
would be a first-class product. • It was”found that there was 
„fipp, : mlxed witjb it as well as. little .bits’ of, sand and. a .certain 
anaount of unsaparat.ed tapioca fibre, and we were about to' lose a 
,m%ket- If products are not absolutely first rate, we shall lose, the 
importance ot- iravaucore .as, an industrial^ centre, and it is well 
therefore to have an Act,' If hdnouraTjle tnieritbaw - tfrink that tt 
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should be improved in the matter of giving more control to the 
Legislature, it could be - doue, but the general principle maybe com¬ 
mended to this house. 

Mr G. Narayana Aiyar : I should like to have a doubt 
cleared about the purpose of this Aor.'. The Statement of Objects 
and Reasons states : ‘‘It is.considered desirable to take power to 
prohibit the admixture of substances which are not themselves in¬ 
jurious to health, ' Governipent also consider it necessary to under¬ 
take legislation to deal with adulteration of all articles and not 
merely of articles of food.” But then, the title of the Bill is simply 
‘‘Tnjvaticore Prevention, of Adulteration Bill.” I should like to 
know, whether under the . provisions of the Aet> the adulteration 
that is being practised in Ayurvedic medicines could be checked. 

President : I am afraid that is not practical politics, because 
Ayurvedic medicines today are prepared according to the old 
methods, There are no pill-making machines. According to the 
finger of the person the size of the pills varies. Secondly, the 
strength is not designated. A prescription is given in Allopothy in 
so. many drams, ounces etc. These prescriptions are not in exis¬ 
tence in Ayurvedic tinctures or medicines. How is the honourable 
member going to deal with adulteration ? Supposing it is gold 
bhasnam- There is no gold in it. What gold there is in it is 
supposed to be worked upon by certain herbs or it goes into Siudu- 
ram powder. Supposing there is no gold acall in it, but a little 
bit of pappadom powder (Laughter) how is it to be tested ? 

Mr. G. Narayana Aiyar: A competent committee has 
to be appointed. 

President : At pretent there is a Committee which is ex¬ 
amining aomp specimens of the Ayurvedic medicines. Siddha- 
kalpa makafadvaja is being examined with a view to find essen¬ 
tially, accidentally or incidentally, what the ingredients are supposed 
to do. That kind of thing is being done in the Madras Ayurvedic! 
Institute. It is done in the Calcutta University and also in the 
Travancore University. But short of the results, it is impossible 
.to deal with Ayurvedic medicines on the basis of adulteration,

THE TRAVANCORE VARNAVA BILL. 

Mr. K. G. Narayana Panicker . I beg to move for leave 
to introduce the Travancore V arnava Bill. 

Mr- A. N. Satyanesan : I second it. 

Mr. K, A Raman Pillai : I am sorry that I have to op-‘ 
pose the Bill. The Bill is now sought to be .introduced by 
Mr. Narayana Panicker who sometimes ago vehemently opposed' 
the introduction of such - communal legislations. I was so much 
impressed with his view-point that even now it is difficult for me 
to shake off the impression that he created in my mind although 
some time has elapsed by now. If legislation is going to be enacted 
for every community, sect and sub-sect, it seems tome that our 
Statute Book will be over-burdened with such communal legislation. 

Mr. G. Revi Varma: May 1 know the number of people 
belonging to that community? 

Mr. K. A. Raman Pillai: I have absolutely no idea of the 
number of Varnavas. As a matter of fact, the statement too does 
not give the number of people who come under the category of 
Varnavas.. 

Mr. . K, S. Joseph :'Can the honourable member say who are 
the Varnavas? . 

Mr. K. A. Raman Pillai : It is also my difficulty. The 
definition given in the Bill is by enumeration. I do not think it 
gives a dear exposition of the connotation of the term “Yarnaya.”

Now let me come to .the Bill. 'As regards ihe Hindus, there 
are those who follow Makkathayam and those who follow the 
Marumakfeathayam laws. So far as she Marumakkathayees are 
concerned—Nain " hrv..» ri)d la rprad VellaBa —they have now 
got their own personal laws. But when we read through their 
personal lav/s the provisions are more or less identical, so that what 
I would submit i . it tuere was only one comprehensive law for all 
these persons wao formerly • followed the Iviarumakkathayam system, 
it would have been very couveuteut. The point that I wish to empha¬ 
sise is "this- Now tiwrc: are huicius who follow the Makkathayam 
system. 

■ Mr. Q: M/ViMvan : May i know whether the honourable 
member is aware tnat Caere is a resolution standing in the name of 
Mr. Narayana Panicker which concerns all these eommmnities ? 

Mr. K A P*. inn PiN»i Yes. I'am fully aware. I 
shall deal with that point late r. That is another argument^ am 
going to raise. ■ " . 

President .• Have you finished the present argument ? 
(Laughter). 

Mr. K. A. Raman Filial : Mr. Madhayan pointed out to 
me that there m a resolution tabled by Mr. Narayana Panicker re¬ 
garding all these communities.

President: 1 would invite Mr. Panickerto consider whether 
it is.- necessary just now, to introduce' this Bill., This is a Bill 
which I trust cannot be passed by both Houses of this existing 
Legislature so as to bring about legislation into effect.

Mr. G. Narayana Aiyar I move for leave to introduce 
the Interest Bill.

Mr. T. M. Chidanufoaratnami Pillsi : Sir, I found in 
“ The Indian Thinker ” that this Council wiil cease to exist from 
this Session itself. Is it a fact? 

President : Order, order. Obviously it cannot be so. 

{Laughter)* As I had indicated already, there must be a franchise 
Committee and I have been considering that there would be 2-J to 
3 million people to be enfranchised. The printing of the Rolls 
will take about 3 to 6 months. We are in contact with the Gov¬ 
ernment of India to find somebody to preside over the Franchise 
Committee. It might be the Chief Jnstice-of'a High Court. All 
that means that there will be some more- time and the Budget will 
have to be passed. It is not the intention of Government to pass 
the Budget under Section-3 or •some'analogous section. There is 
no particular reason for honourable members feeling that kind of 
apprehension. ~ 

Mr. T. M* Chidambarathasu • Pillai: It was stated 
in the papers that the. Chair said something like that. . 

President : Now that this question has been raised I will 
make the position clear so that the people in the State might know 
exactly the programme. First of all, the Proclamation itself will 
have to be drafted with very great care. For that purpose every 
word will have to be considered well before being incorporated as 
every word of it will come up for interpretation before the Supreme 
Court which shall come into existence. . That is to say, every word 
will have to be carefully looked, into, and the declaration of funda¬ 
mental rights contained in it* is a mutter of tremendods importance, 
and naturally the question of the .British Indian Law Courts, will 
also arise. We will have to deal with all that matter. That means 
2 to 3 months time''and in June or July the Proclamation will 
, be issued. 2 fforwards, the Franchise'. Committee wiil be consti¬ 
tuted and I expect "it to take S to i month.?.' ' Parallel with that, 
steps will be taken to have various labour organisations, artissn/or'ga- 
nisations, cottage industry organisations, etc. incorporated under 
some statute, like the Indian Companies Act or the Co-operative 
Societies Act, so that their ‘due representation in the Upper 
, Chamber may be made possible. . .

Amelioration of the backward classes. 

1. Mr. A. N. Satyanesan > This Council recommends to 
Government that the Government activities for the amelioration 
of the backward class.es be increased on the basis of a five-year 
plan and a separate Government Department be organised under a 
full time Protector of Backward classes, assisted by an Advisory 
Board representing all .the interests concerned. 

Advisory Committee. 

2. Mr. N. Narayana Kurup : This Council recommends to 
Government that Advisory Committees be appointed for the Depart¬ 
ments of Police, ( Excise, Medical, Industries, Co-operative, Agri¬ 
culture, and Education. 

Incomplete P. W. D. Works. 

3. Mr. N. Narayana Kurup : This Council' recommends 
to Government that all roads which the Government have begun 
more than ten years ago and spent a large amount on and left 
incomplete, shall be included in the Post-war reconstruction works 
so as;to complete them in the shortest possible time. 

President : Is it worth while moving at this juncture re¬ 
solutions of the type, viz., for the appointment of Advisory Com. 
mittees on varipus subjects? Mr. Narayana Kurup has also come 
forward with such resolutions, V Obviously, the committees that are 
appointed now will be completely modified in character very soon, 
and the question.pf representing all the interests concerned will 
come into vogue. As a matter of fact, the honourable members 
would-have seen a recent resolution of the Government in the 
matter of having a very full committee for the backward communi-' 
ties and also the announcement that Rs. 3 lakhs per year will be 
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spent on that. That again will be a temporary business until the 
hew legislature comes into being. Th‘en the question of the admi¬ 
nistration of the backward communities will go into a new com¬ 
mittee of two Houses which will not be an advisory committee but 
an executive committee- But I leave the matter entirely to the 
House. If they want to discuss the resolutions,, they may decide 
the matter. o

All roads and canals as may be .decided by the Public Ad¬ 
visory Committe are entitled to priority, may be the nature of the 
amendment and Government will have no objection to accept the

. Mr. N- Narayana.Kurup: The suggestion m the reso¬ 
lution is that several roads and canals have been taken sufficiently 
early and lakhs and lakhs might have been spent towards improve¬ 
ment.

Obviously, you cannot persuade people to buy those 
swadesi pen-knives at lie. 1-4-0 and help this industry to try to 
survive.

SECTION I. 

Introductory. 

Public Accounts Committee. 

The Public Accounts Committee is a . statutory body, constituted 
under Rule 79 of the Travancore Legislative Rules for the purpose of 
dealing with the Audit Report and Appropriation Accounts of the 
Government and such ether matters as the Government may refer to 
it. The constitution and functions of the Committee are given in 
Rules 79 and 80 of the Travancore Legislative Rules and the Public 
Accounts Committee (Supplemental) Rules- The constitution of the 
Public Accounts Committee which considered the Audit Report and 
Appropriation Accounts for 1119 is appended to this Report. 

Examination of the Audit Report and Appropriation 
Accounts for 1119. 

A. The Audit Report and Appropriation Accounts for the year 1119 
wore considered by the Public Accounts Committee at its meetings 
held on 16th August 1S45, 9th October 1945 and 27th October 1945. 
The proceedings of the meetings are appended to this Report. 

SECTION II. 

* Comments on the Audit Report and Appropriation 
Accounts nor 1119. 

• A. General- 

3. Chapter 1 of the Audit Report and Appropriation Accounts 
gives a general review of the financial position of the State. The actual 
Revenue receipts of the year were Rs, 506T1 lakhs and the expendi¬ 
ture charged to revenue Rs, 366'20 lakhs against the budget estimates 
of Rs. 385 , 54 lakhs and Rs. 327'79 lakhs, respectively, Out of the 
surplus of Rs. 139'91 lakhs, a sum of Rs. 130'91 lakhs was transferred 
to the Post-War Reconstruction Pund and the balance of Rs. 9 lakhs 
to the Revenue Reserve- fund. Including the amounts so transferred 
the total expenditure charged to revenue stood at Rs. 50611 lakhs, 
the same as the revenue receipts of the y*iu>

A mating' of the Public Accounts Committee was held in the 
Dowan’s room in (lie, iHnmir Office Buildings on 9th October 194S 
at 1-2 o’ clock to consider the Audit Report'and Appropriation Accounts 
for the year 1.119 m. k. SacbivoKaihu, Sir C. P. Kamaswauii Aiyar' 
Dewan, presided. The following members were present :—

■The Dewan-Presidervt welcomed questions on matters of policy. 
Thereupon Mr. Nataraja Piliai requested' the De'wan-President to. lead 
the Committee as is being done elsewhere and said that then alone 
would their deliberations be really useful.' The I)ewan-President 
replied, that he was quite prepared to-adopt the system followed, in 
British India and indicated that it would he better for Government to 
place before the Committee a memorandum on matters on which they 
would like the advice of the Public Account Committee, that such a 
procedure would be very helpful, since from the financial point of 
view,' it would be easy to find out where improvements in the working 
of various Departments are necessary, that in the case of irregularities 
pointed' put prominently by members it might ire poesible to suggest 
suitable remedies and that on the basis of such a memorandum, the 
Departmental Heads might be asked to give their explanations which 
could be placed before the Committee then and there instead »of 
resorting to what -might be called an examination and a cross exa¬ 
mination of idepartmental heads* ' . 

Mr. Nataraja Piliai wanted enlightenment on the percentage of 
variations in the voted as well as in thenon-voted sections which indi¬ 
cated .improvement in the control over expenditure as against the in¬ 
crease in actual expenditure,'(Statements on page 45, para 49 and page 
36 para 39 last item for 1119 were referred to)! 

The De'wan-President slated that during the previous 2 or 3 years 
.Government had to increase their establishment charges on the spur of 
the moment from time.to time... a 



' 3d 

Mr. Nataraja Pillai enquired, whether he was to take it that the 
.nterests of administration demanded such a course. 

The Dewan-President said that it was practically so. He added 
that as far aa possible he would like not to have the'process of certifica¬ 
tion and that in order to keep up to that ideal the problem of securing 
" a financial vote had to be brought into operation and that he would go 
into the process of tevisioh as part of the constitution business. 

Mr. Nataraja Pillai stated that one of his points namely authorisa¬ 
tion of expenditure under Section 32 was covered by the D.nvan-Pre- 
Sident’s observations, but added that even there, there was another 
point which called for serious comment. Ho pointed out that in the 
category o'f- expenditure authorised under Section 32.- a high percent¬ 
age of the ‘amount was allowed to lapse, that it showed defective bud¬ 
geting, that amounts appropriated for Public Works, 1 State Transport, 
Excise etc.. Were all instances in point, that page 3.3 of the Report re¬ 
vealed such a state of affairs and that the tendency of allowing the 
grants to lapse should be discouraged. He desired that iu a case where 
a supplementary grant,could be voted uponjby the Legislature, no 
authorisation should be resorted to. 

The Dewan-President observed .that in respect of the Transport 
Department, authorisation was resorted to towards purchase of 
vehicles ; that in.the year 1119, no vehicles were obtained from the 
Government of India in spite of promises, that the. lapsing of funds 
might have been due to that aspect and that, however, it would be the 
endeavour of Government to sep that cases of such kind did not arise. 

Mr. Nataraja Pillai then pointed out that under ‘Operating Ex¬ 
penses’ on page 85 of the Report under State Transport, as against the 
additional grant of Rs. 3 lakhs and odd sanctioned towards expenditure 
Rs, 1 iakh and odd was found to be in excess of actual requirements, 
which again showed inaccurate budgeting. The Dewan-President said 
that the explanation of the'departmental head might' be obtained there¬ 
for. Mr. Nataraja Pillai then referred to the item ‘Advances repay¬ 
able’ on page 20 and remarked about the increase noticeable therein 
and pointed out that defective budgeting seen therefrom should no 
more 'exist. 

The Dewan-President stated that the excess was due to large, re¬ 
mittances .towards the purchase of food grains and that the policy ho 
was going to adopt hereafter was to keep in stock only three,months’ 
requirements that the food grains position was reviewed that morning 
and that it was found that' roughly about Rs. 4. crores worth of food 
grains were in stock in various godowns. 

. Mr. Pv 8. Nataraja Pillai enquired whether that was the only 
commitment which Government had. 

The Dewan-President answored in the affirmative and stated that 
’ as a result’of transactions, about 4 crores of rupees were in the Bank 
and about Rs. 2 crores under investment, that for the succeeding five 
months it was decided to have only one wore, and half worth of food 
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stuffs which, would be sufficient (or three months, that there was what 
is oalled the Kharif Plan of 1945-46 of the Government of India and 
that the Government were asking them to supply them (or the next 
year, either from Burma or any other souroe, exaotly that quantity 
that we were getting every year from Burma which quantity came to 
nearly 2,00,000 tons and that thereafter Government were not going 
to finance any rice Purchase Programmes. He also stated that he 
was not going to have the control department any further, that he was 
going to keep in Government godowns one crore and half worth of 
grains and release the rest to get into fluid cash operations, that with 
regard to nearly 2,00,000 tons which was what the State had definite¬ 
ly asked for in the last letter to the Government of India, this Gov¬ 
ernment were going to contact some wholesale merchants and to keep 
a system of coutrol towards that, end which would govern, purchase, 
transport and storage both of local and foreign produce of grain. In 
other words, he added that food grains, local as well as those coming 
from outside would be in the hands of the wholesale and retail mer¬ 
chants of the State, that negotiations had been directed- to be started 
with that end in view, so that, by January or February 'next. Govern¬ 
ment as such would not have control over the purchase or storage of 
grains or transport for that matter, that Praverthicars would not have 
to go and get the grains from the ryots and that thereafter the whole* 
sale merchants would do that process, He also pointed out that about 
10 or more wholesale merchants would be fixed upon for getting 
grains by rotation once in every 3 months so as to give everybody a 
chance, that the wholesale, merchants would take the place of the 
revenue establishment and would go on collecting grains as the 
Proverthicars were doing; that Mr, P. Parameswaran Pillai, District 
Magistrate on Special duty had ibeen appointed to take stook of the. 
contents of each and orery god own and get rid of unnecessary godowns 
and effect a reconditioning of grains, that the final verified stock 
figures would be obtained in a month’s time and that after that he 
would review the position in clear terms," 

Mr. Nataraja Pillai pointed out that in the very same item, there 
was a sub-helad ‘ Advance under the Standard Cloth Soheme.' 

The Dewan-President stated that the system had been abolished, 
that, however, the scheme involves further continuance of textile con¬ 
trol over the mill-made cl nth and that even that might not be neces¬ 
sary much longer. ■ • 

Mr. Nataraja Pillai pointed out the need for showing as separate 
aecount the earnings derived as a result of the working of the Trstyan- 
eore Railways. This is now put in a.s net receipts from the Railway 
Company, after payment of interest on Sheneottah-Quilon Railway. 
The Financial Secretary said that interest would be deducted from .that 
land shown separately. 

\ Mr, Nataraja Pillai next referred to the cost of lands acquired for 
the Chackai-Thampanur Extension and asked whether that amount 
Was Included under Capital Investment amounting to Bs. 75 lakhs, 



The Financial Secretary explained that the coet of the. lands utilised 
for Railway purposes atone was included in the Capital Expenditure-, 
under Railways and 'the balanoe amount had been charged to the 
P. VV. D, because those lauds were for the purpose of .making roads &c. 

• Mr. Nataraja Pillai then enquired whether any arrangement had 
bean made for repayment of the 3 per cent Loan. It was pointed put 
. by the Dewan-President that the amounts might lie paid back before 
maturity, that this loan was raised in the hope that it would be possb 
Me to invest it in machinery and that, that having 1 income mfruetuous, 
’inch a plan was proposed. 

Mr. Nataraja Pillai raised the question of the necessity for the 
acquisition by Government of lands required for the .Fertilisers and 
"Chemicals, Travancore, Ltd. The Dowan-Presidcnt said that the Gov¬ 
ernment would not allow the companies to acqnire lands for themselves, 
that they would acquire and give them on lease, that for the Parti-' 
Users and Chemicals, the lands had 1 een given oil 20 years’ lease, on 
payment of 5 per cent interest, that as far as possible in regard to large 
soale industries such as the Sugars, Fertilisers, eic., which required 
.extensive traots of land, the Government would not hand over the lands 
to the companies, that such . lands would be the property of Govern¬ 
ment and that tbey_ would only lease them to the Company coucernod 
on payment of interest at the rate of 5 per oept. 

/ Mr. Nataraja Pillai then wanted to know the approximate annual . 
increase in Civil Administration charges of a permanent nature, on ac¬ 
count Qf the recent revision' of salaries. The. Financial Secretary re¬ 
plied that the amount was about Its. 15 lakhs per annum. 

Mr. Nataraja Pillai next referred to the allotment for Town Plan¬ 
ning Scheme. He invited a reference to pages 23 and 73 of the 
Report and pointed out that the actual expenditure for 1119 amount¬ 
ed to Bb. 1,75,5.74 and the total expenditure up-to-date about Rs. 20 
lakhs. He enquired of the policy of Government in this matter. The 
Dewan-President replied that originally there was a scheme drawn up 
by Mr. Crumbeigal and some portions of it were accepted and acted 
•upon, that he had asked the Trivandrum Corporation to take up a cer¬ 
tain portion of that scheme, that the Chief Engineer had been asked 
to draw up a scheme on a definite basis confining attention to two or 
tbi;ee localities, that one such locality was Tharnpauoor, that if the 
Corporation did it,- that was well and ‘ good, that. otherwise Govern¬ 
ment. would have to take up the work, that ho proposed to place before 
the public the full details of the plans of the town planning .scheme 
before the end of 1121, that there are three localities where that was 
going to come about viz,, Thampanoor, Beach and that area opposite 
to Kanakakunnu, Kaudiar and certain other low-lying lands adjacent 
to them and that he would concentrate upon these three places for 
town planning purposes. He also said that there was the other aspect. 
of the question, viz., the Government of India’s National • Highway 
Scheme, that ho bad asked the Government of India to indicate the 



route which they would be tackling, that they had planned as ovary- 
body knew,for putting.-into' effect a Its. 450 cr<jres worth scheme for 
highway lines running from • Peshawar ito 'Gape, ar.d another from 
Karachi .to-Calcutta, that until, the-'elections were m or, their plans 
would not, be put into effect and that as soon as they came to a decis¬ 
ion on'this matter, this Government would decide the line's on vyhich 
they could pursue the scheme. 

Mr, Ghithaml)ixra 1 hii.uu I’illai enquired about the exvcutirm of town 
planning schemes in other parts of Travahcore. he DmvsubPresident 
replied that the suggestion was noted, for being put into effect gradu¬ 
ally.' He also said that just before the termination of the war, the Go¬ 
vernment of India wanted a big slice of the Capo for radio location, 
that ha could not start any town planning scheme there until be- was 
sure that the Government of India had given up that proposal, that the 
Bame thing had cropped up again, taat.a portion of tire Cape, about a 
mile and half roughly might have to be given to the'Government of 
India for radio location which they were intending to have in any case 
as part of a scheme extending throughout the world and that, that be¬ 
ing settled, the main Gape extension scheme could go on. Lie added 
that he knew instances'where the P. W. Department were constructing 
a. lot of roads 'for a year or two in the guise of town ' planning scheme, 
that all that had been put a stop to, that there was bound to be a fixed 
programme hereafter-for town planning scheme, that no more lapsing 
■ of grants would hereafter occur and that he had ordered that all P. W,. 
D. works should be proceeded with on definite lines. 

At’this fetage the Dewan-President left the hall and Mr, G. P 
Gopala Pan.ieker, Secretary to Government took the ('hair. 

Mr. Nataraja Pillai drew the pointed attention of Government and 
the Financial Secretary to.the fact that in the P. W. D. Budge fa sreuti- 
ny of the previous years’figures .showed that approximations varied at 
every turn, that that state of affairs had to be sat at naught and {hat 
it should be the endeavour' of the department.to see that after having- 
come forward for the provision of a supplementary amount, that 
amount was not allowed to lapse. - . 

Budget figures-relating to the.. State Transport Department— 
working expehses-were next examined. Mr. liamamurthi, the Director 
of, Transport was present during the discussions. Under ‘Operating 
Expenses’ ■ in the accounts of 1119 he was asked', to. explain’h<Jw after 
getting an additional grant of Its. 3,88,000 by authorisation, tf sum of 
Bs; ; 1,76,195 was allowed to lapse, u He was also asked to furnish de¬ 
tails'for. the authorised expenditure. The Financial Secretary said

Mr. Bamamurthi .was then asked about the final gr&ufc for th* 
year under that item. He said that it was Es. 19,07,608 and not Ks. 
20,86,108 as shown in the printed report and that there was some 
difference in figures between his account and the Government account. 
Mr. Nataraja Piliai wanted to know the reason for such variation. He 
further wanted to know how budgeting was done and how the different 
items were allowed to lapse, Under item ‘repairs and renewals’also 
variations in figures were noted and the Director was asked to elucidate 
them. Mr. Er.iuaniurthi observed 'that those figures represented 
certain payments for purchases made towards the • end of 1119, but 
shown in '1120 'accounts and that in Government accounts that item 
might have lapsed. Under the same item, in view of the authorisation 
of expenditure, details wore asked for for those matters. Tlio point was 
also, raised whether the amounts had actually been spent. Mr. 
Nataraja Piliai wanted to know when exactly the head of the depart¬ 
ment had exceeded his budget. Somq discrepancies were noted under 
item (d) 'General charges and the Director was asked why he did not 
apply to Government for additional grant and'appropriation and whether 
there was any control exercised .by him for such expenditure. Mr. 
.Ramamurtbi was next asked about the total investment on State 
Transport up to the end of 1119 and whether that amount included 
the cost of land utilised for garage etc. Mr. Nataraja Piliai enquired 
of the financial Secretary what the anymut spent for the acquisition 
of lands oh-behalf of the Transport Department in various places was. 
Mr. Bamamurthi replied that the lands acquired at Always had been 
1 charged to the Transport Department. The same was the case with 
the lands at Nagercoil, Trivandrum. Quilon and Koltayam acquired for 
the use of the Transport Department. As regards Kottarnkara, the 
Director indicated that the lands had been lent to .them by the Revenue 
Department on certain conditions. As adequate answers could i.wt he 
given by the Director without previous notice, further discussion was 
postponed to a future date. ' . • 

‘Suspense Account relating to the P, W. D. was next dealt with 
Mr. Nataraja Piliai observed that if it were a case of small amounts, it, 
Aid not matter much. He wanted to know the nature of the advance 
made under that head and whether they were allowed as a temporary 
measure. He also enquired; how very large amounts had been advanced 
and whether there was budget-sanction for so doing. The Account¬ 
ant General explained that provision of amounts under that, item 
should be classed with works in thc.P. W. D. Mr. Nataraja Piliai 
then pointed put tljat if tlie amount involved under that heading came 
to i few*thousands of rupees, one could coo to it: but that when it 
involved lakhs there was the need for exercising effective control over 
that ^category, that therefore the; question of providing funds under 
suspense had to be considered .and that the question whether it could 
be charged fc> works was a fit .matter-lot further discussion in-the 
presence of the Chief Engineer., So the .discussion on that was post" 
Toned. 



To -facilitate discussion ot.departmental matters, Mr, Nataraja 
Pillai wanted the Heads of the Commercial Departments to be present 
at the subsequent .meeting' of the Committee. Those departments 
according to him included Public i Works Department, Ceramics and 
Electricity and Telephone. 

The "meeting adjourned at 2 P, M. to meet, again as early as 
practicable.

PUBLIC ACCOUNTS COMMITTEE HELD ON

A meeting of the Public Accounts Committee to consider the _ 
Audit Report and Appropriation Accounts for the year 1119 _M. E. 
was held at 2 p. m. on Saturday the 27th October 1945 in the 
Financial Secretary’s room, in the Huzur Office buildings.

Under authorisation from the Dewan, Mr. C. P. Gopala Panicker, 
Secretary to Government presided. 

Mr. P. S. Nataraja Pillai proposed that Government should not 
hereafter allow large sums of money 'to be locked up in the purchase 
of paddy and that the purchase of settlement pattom should not be 
enforced. 

Mr. T-M. Chidambarathanu Pillai seconded the proposition. 

Mr. P S. Nataraja Pillai further proposed that only the excess 
quantity of grains should be bought by Government for sale and that 
speedy arrangements should be made for the disposal of the excess 
stock in hand. 

Mr. P. S. Nataraja Pillai next wanted to know the position 
regarding yarn control and said that while there was a heading ‘Yarn 
Supply Advance’ no provision Beamed to have been made under it. 

He hoped that no loss, at any rate, would be incurred in the transac¬ 
tions, 

The Textile Commissioner was examined in this regard and the 
Financial Secretary replied .that the auditing of the accounts had not 
been completed, but that it was expected that no loss would be incur¬ 
red by Government under ‘Textile Control and Purchase’. 

Mr. P. S. Nataraja Pillai next proposed that the names of the 
Departments, to which ‘ Other Advances’ were being made should also 
be mentioned . in the Audit Report, and pleaded that such of the items 
as were, by regulations, subject to the vote of the Legislature under 
that head should be made votable by the Legislature 
0. Vol. XXVII. No. 1 , 
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The Committee recommended that such it eras under ‘ Special 
Advances 1 be made votable by the Legislature. 

Mr. P. S. Nataraja Pillai pointed out that the Advances repayable 
which amounted to Bs. 219‘78 lakhs according to the Budget Esti¬ 
mates for 1119, comprised four items as shown on page 229 of the 
Budget for 1119 and asked that such of the debt head items as were 
votable by the Legislature should be made votable. 

.The Chairman replied that most of those items had had to be in¬ 
troduced on account of war emergencies and that when normal con¬ 
ditions Were restored the recommendations would be considered and 
■ complied with to' the extent possible. 

Mr. P. S. Nataraja Pillai asked for. details for the amount of 
Bs. 7*80 lakhs mentioned as ‘ Miscellaneous Political Expenditure ’ 
at page 17 of the Beport. . ' 

The Financial Secretary furnished him with the relevant, figures 
whioti fell mainly under Food Control, Yarn Control and other Mis¬ 
cellaneous Controls like Sugar, Egg, etc. 

Mr. P. S. Nataraja Pillai then wanted to know the details for 
the expenditure of Bs. 2 lakhs under ‘ Miscellaneous ’ at page 214 of 
the Budget. 

The Financial Secretary replied that it was a non-votable item. 

The expenditure under Transport Department was then taken up 
for consideration and Mr. P. S. Nataraja Pillai remarked at the outset 
that the presence of the Head of Department should hereafter be in¬ 
sisted upon, as the Committee had the right to examine the Heads of 
Departments at the meetings and that the failure of the Director of 
Transport to be present should be noted- 

'Mr. P. S'. Nataraja iPillai then asked, for explanation for the ex¬ 
cess expenditure under item (a), of XXXII—State Transport on page 
85 of the Beport. 

The Chief Accountant who was 'present on behalf of the Head of 
the Department replied that the Sub-heads, salaries, :establishment and 
contingent charges over which the excess was distributed.included the 
bonus to the Director for, the year 1117 which was paid in 1119, and 
assured that there was really no increase under contingencies as against 
an indispensable increase in establishment charges. 

To a further'question by Mr. P. S. Nataraja Pillai, as to whether 
the increase in establishment charges was due to an. addition in per¬ 
sonnel or increase in salary to the existing staff, the Chief Accountant 
replied that the actual figures Were hot available at the moment. 

Mr. P. S. Nataraja Pillai then wanted to know the reason for the 
variation between the figures under ‘Administration and Control’ for 
1119, as published in the' Administration Beport and in the Audit 
Beport, namely Bs. 75,000 and odd in the former and Bs. 79,000 and 
odd in the laHer , 
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The Chief Accountant replied that as it was a Commercial Depart¬ 
ment they included also the outstanding balances of the Department 
• in the total expenditure shown in the Deport,. 

Mr. P. S. Nataraja Pillai then wanted to know why a sum of 
Es. 36,773 was left unspent while an additional expenditure of 
Es, 11,500 hadito be authorised by Government, 

The Chief Accountant explained that the savings were due to the 
excess over establishment incurred under the training scheme sanc¬ 
tioned in the middle of 1119. The amount included the training 
charges for fitters, etc, and allowances to the mechanical stall. 

To a farther question from Mr. P. S. Nataraja Pillai, whether 
the scheme was still in foroe, the Chief Accountant replied-that on 
account of the circumstances created by the war, it was discontinued 
in 1120. . 

Mr. P. S. Nataraja Pillai said that detailed figures for purchase 
of material and stock in hand should also be given in the Audit Ee- 
ports ra the'future. 

To a further question by' Mr. P. S. Nataraja Pillai as to the 
system of purchase followed by the Department, the Chief Accountant' 
stated (that, a tender was called for whenever a minimum quantity 
was estimated and that contracts were given to approved tenderers in 
due course, 

Mr. P. S. Nataraja Pillai then pointed out that while the de¬ 
preciation was shown as Es. D60 lakhs in the Budget ’ Estimate,, the 
actuals were shown as Es, l‘83 lakhs. . 

The Financial Secretary replied that depreciation was based on 
the value, of stock and not on profits and that therefore the deprecia¬ 
tion figures may vary, , 

Mr. P. S. Nataraja Pillai wanted to know why the additional 
provision of Es. 6,00,000 under capital outlay on.the State Transport 
Scheme was hot fully utilised. 

- The Chief "Accountant replied that the additional amount was 
allotted for the purchase of 100 and odd vehicles which, however, could 
not be bought during the year. 

' •" Mr. P, S. Nataraja Pillai recommended that in. future the Profit 
and Loss Account and the value of stocks should be given separately 
and; that specific information >regarding stook should be incorporated, 
either in the- Audit Beport or in the Administration Eeport. 

The Secretary to Gbve&ment suggested that the publication of 
the balance sheet showing the yearly transaction may sufiioe. 

- The Ceramic Expert was then examined. 

Mr," P. S. Nataraja Pillai wanted to know the gross receipts for 
the Department* and the Ceramic Expert told him that jt was about 
Es-. 6 lakhs with a net profit of Es. 1 lakh and odd excluding interest 
far the year 1120, , 



To a further question the Ceramic Expert replied that the "capital 
outlay on machinery was Es. 2,56,529. 

The amount realised by the sale of clay, he continued, was 
Es. 1,12,600 and the [manufactured goods valued Es. 4 laths and ' 
odd. 

' To a question by Mr. T. M. Chidambarathanu Piilai, the Ceramic 
Expert observed that the goods were sold to Travancore merchants 
whose markets lay in Madras and Bombay. He added that the stocks 
that he held in 1119 were valued at Es 25,000. The manufacturing and 
refining operations’amounted to Es 1,72,273-27-8 and Es. 55,403-1-3 
respective! 

To a" urther question by Mr. P. S. Nataraja Piilai, “the Ceramic 
Expert repped that the rate at which clay was sold varied according 
to the quality of the clay and a firm in Bombay who was their perma¬ 
nent customer was using the clay for textiles. He added that Es. 80 
per ton was the present rate obtaining for Kundara Clay. 'It was only 
a temporary contract on the understanding that [the prices may be re¬ 
vised according to fluctuations in the market. 

Mr, P. Si Nataraja Piilai asked whether there was any liability on 
the part of the Government to sell to this agent alone, to which the 
Ceramic Expert replied that'there was no monopoly in this regard and 
that the Government could sell to private agents also. 

Mr. P„ S. Nataraja Piilai asked whether there was any possibility 
of extending the works with further capital to which the Ceramic 
Expert replied that lan electric furnaoe was under contemplation and 
it was included in the post-war programme. . 

Mr. P. S. Nataraja Piilai • wanted ito know what the sum of 
'1,00,146 against item (f) Suspense on page 70 [of the Eeport 
meant. 

The -Financial Secretary replied that it represented the cost of 
material supplied to contractors and added that on account of the con¬ 
trol of materials like cement and iron, the contractors were not able to 
purchase from the open markets and so the Department had to 
advance certain amounts pending recovery sit a later "date. These 
advances would be recovered when the bills are ^passed and payments 
made to the contractors. 

Mr. P. S. Nataraja Piilai wanted to know why a sum of jKs 2,290 
was diverted aud Es 17,738 lapsed under (a) Direction at page 69 of 
the Beport. > r t , p 

The Financial Secretary replied that the diversion iwas necessary 
to meet the additional expenditure under ‘Travelling Allowance’ for 
which-the sanctioned provision was insufficient. 

: Mr. P. S. Nataraja Piilai then wanted to know the significance of 
the word ‘maintenance’ occurring in the note under 37. D. Drainage at 
page 71 of the Eeport, to which the Financial' Secretary replied that it 
included the wages paid to subordinates engaged on the works.

Tho Travancore Food Adulteration Act, 1100 (Act I\ of 1100? >!> 
reitrieted to the prevention of adulteration of articles of food alone and 
any prohibition of adulteration of other articles con Id not therefore be 
enforced under that Act. ft is oousiderod desirable to take power to 
prohibit the admixture of substance** which are not themselves injuri¬ 
ous to health. Government also consider it necessary to undertake 
legislation to deal with adulteration of all articles and nut merely of 
articles of food. This object cannot be ashi*ted by an amendment ol 
the existing Act. It is therefore proposed to enact » rnnrn comprehen¬ 
sive measure' dealing with adulteration of articles generally. The 
object is sought to bo achieved bv the application of the provisions of 
the. Act as and when necessary to such articles at may be notified by 
the Government. Hence the Bill. 

Local bodies are empowered to take action under the Bill, but 
provision has also been made for action to be taken by Government ia 
cases of failure of such bodies, and alto in cases whire action in respaet 
of any specific article is considered necessary.

The object of this Bit! is in i-ive eftbui %•; the intentions of an 
acquirer .of property to provide for those persons for wh un immeu 
nature and traditional, instincts impel hin» to do ho. The law at 
present insists that only persona who are in existence on'ike date of. 
the settlement, or, or. the date on which the Will hikes effect, if tno 
disposition is by Will, can be the recipients of <the boneiitthereunder. 
This is an unnecessary restraint on the freedom of disposition of pro¬ 
perty and often comes into conflict .with the natural wishes of people. 
Children should also be permitted by law lo come in as beneficiaries. 
In the .experience of all, and particularly, of lawyers and Judges, 
numerous cases have ariscn'Where provisions for after-born person* 
have been made'by the settlers of property. The law in British India; 
has validated such dispositions by Sections 13 to 15 of the Transfer of 
Property Act and by the Hindu .Disposition of Property Act of 191(5. 
The Hinds Transfers and Bequests Act of 1914 of Madras is another 
instance ot such legislation. .A Legislation on. the liftWof this Bill

Statement oj -Objects and Reasons. 

The necessity for an Act to regulate the succession, marriage and 
adoption of the Malayali section of 'the Kammala community -which 
numbers 245,142 out of a total Kammala population-of 256,673 was 
first brought to the notice of Government by means of a representa¬ 
tion at a meeting of the Sri M'ulam Popular'Assembly, 

A Bill for the purpose was Introduced in" the first Assembly con¬ 
stituted under Act II of 110&. The. Bill was continued in the Second 
Assembly when another Bill entitled the ‘ViBwaharma Bill’ was 
introduced by Mr*. N. Vein Achary. Both the Bills were considered 
.by the same Select Committee which made certain modification in 
the Bill. The Bill as revised by the Committee was passed by the 
-Assembly, but before it could be passed by -the Council, the legisla¬ 
ture was dissolved. 

The Bill now drawn up is on the lines of the Bill as revistd by 
the Select Committee of the Second Assembly. ■ ' 

The Bill contains forty clauses and deals with marriage and its 
dissolution, maintenance and guardianship succession, (both intestate 
a nd testamentary) and adoption. Clause 40 of the Bill saves custom¬ 
ary rights and usages to the extent indicated therein.

OBJECTS AND REASONS FOR THE BILL. 

. Parfitibn suits generally comprise immovable as well as movable 
properties. In both gets of properties it so happens that some of the 
■properties'involved oannot be conveniently divided, and it would be 
more beneficial and advantageous to ,the: i parties that »uch properties are 
sold forthwith without waiting for the final decision of the case, or the 
sabse.quenttteecution of the decree. Even if a request for interim sale 
be made b^ome of. the parties to prevent loss or deterioration before 
the final decision. Courts do not now possess sufficient definite powers 
by tha existing Aots to grant suoh requests; Bases also happen, in whioh 
, the. share of a dwelling-house belonging ,to an undivided family.if 
transferred to a person, who is not a member of thai family and whose 
. .joint enjoyment may ’ not be agreeable- to the father members of that 
. family. Such oases also" deserve special consideration. As it stand*, 
in all suoh cases, parties have to invoke fhe inherent powers of Courts 



for reliefs and depend. upon the discretion of Courts.' Most of the 
■ abovesiiid difficulties have been solved in British India by the passing 
of the Partition Act, IV of 1893. This Bill is a reproduction of that 
Act, excepting clause 2. In Act IV of 1893, the various terms includ-' 
ed in the clause 2 ..were cot [.defined. The absence of definitions 
gave rise to difficulties to Courts in-interpreting the Act. The defini¬ 
tions included in Section 2 for the various tennB, are the definitions as 
contained in the various decisions of the High Courts in British India. 
The Bill, if passed, may also help to prevent the fragmentation of agri¬ 
cultural holdings and deterioration of properties which could not be 
divided conveniently.

THE TRAVANCOBE VAR NAVA BILL. 

Whereas it is deemed necessary to define and amend the law 
▼elating to marriage, succession and partition among the Varnavas, 
it is hereby, enacted as follows; . 

CHAPTER I. 

Pbhlihinaby. 

I. (1) This Act may be called the Travancore Vamava Act 
of 11 

(12) It Bhall come into force on

and to such Varnavas whether so domiciled or not as have 
or shall have marital relations with Varnavas domiciled 
in Travancoro.

Stammbnt of Objects anb Reasons. 

There are a large number of people in the State who follow the 
traditional occupation of the washing clojjhs and observe the same 
sooial customs but who are known by different names in different parts 
of the country. Though they are differently called as Pathians, 
VaUnans. Mannans, Ettalis, Velans, Parafchon, Chayakkaran, Paravan 
or Neria.n in different places they are really members of one com¬ 
munity and follow almost the same customs and usages. Varnavaris 
a common caste name which has gained general acceptance among 
them. The bcneficient measures adopted by Government for the 
amelioration of the condition of the backward ■ commuaities in the 
State have resulted in a great awakening among these-people and 
education is also making progress among them. They are all Makka- 
thayis but the law of succession which- obtains among them is ex-. 
tremely vaguo and unsettled. As these people live in- different 
localities there is no chance of a uniform oustom in this respect being 
' built up among them or recognised by courts. Courts are also un¬ 
willing to recognise any usage or custom modifying the ordinary rules 
of Hindu Law which are really inapplicable -to them. There is also 
no law which compels them to observe the sacredness of the marriage 
tie though they are Makkathayis. The^personai laws of'almost all 
the important communities in the State have been modified in accord¬ 
ance with their changing needs and customs. The Varnavas as a 
whole feel .the great need for legislation like the others and this 
desire has also been expressed at several of their meetings. The All 
Travanoore Varnava Association has also expressed, the need for such 
legislation. Though their number, as Compared to ^he major com¬ 
munities is small it is not possible for them to adopt the laws applicable 
to such communities. This Bill has. therefore been drafted to meet 
the'needs and wishes of all the classes-of the Varnava community in 
the State. In framing the Bill case has however been taken to con¬ 
form wherever possible to the provisions of law enacted in regard to 
other communities in the State so that it may not stand in the way of 
a future common legislation for all the different classes of His Highness 
the Maharaja’s subjects. 

I shall now refer to the particular provisions in the Bill. . 
CHAPTERS I io'III. 

Pbimminabf Mabbiagb and iis ^Dissolution eto. 

' In the definition of the term "Varnava” I have merely enu¬ 
merated all those classes ,who are called Pathian, Vannan etc. as is not 
necessary to say anything rhore to identify the classes of people to 
whom this law is applicable. I have adopted the provision relating to 
marriage and its dissolution, and also maintenance and guardianship 
from the Ezhava, the Nanjinad Vellala and other Acts in force. These 
provisions have been so drafted as to be in accordance with the general 
desire of the community while conforming to. the provisions orlaw 
made applicable to other communities in the State* 



CHARIER IV- 

IKJBSTATB SUOOB3BION. ' 

■ Though the people affected by this measure are Makkathayis and 
are supposed to be followers of "the Hindu Mitakshara Law, the 
Mitakshara rules of succession ave not followad by them. Certain 
provisions have therefore been rendered necessary to make it clear 
that tie principles of Hindu Law should not bo applied to them in 
regard to questions , of successions. Such arc the provisions contained 
in clauses, 14 to 22. These provisions arc also intended to do away 
with the * distinction between ‘ancestral’ and ‘separate’ and ‘self- 
acquired’ property and the rules of survivorship and joint ownership 
under the Hindu Law. The rights of women are also placed on an 
equal footing with men. Clauses 23 to 36 deal with the line of sue. 
cession to males and females. The scheme is different from the 
scheme of the Hindu Law, but agrees with the opini.on and practice of 
the people as far as I know. The rules for the distribution of the 
estate are laid down in clauses 24 and 86. 

. , ' CHAPTER V. 

Tbstambshiaby SUOCIBSIOH. 

Clause 36 gives complete testamentary power and requires no 
particular comment though Hindus s,s a whole are_ given the power 
under the, Nair Act. 

CHAPTER VI. ■ 

. Pabimicw. 1 

It is. not considered necessary to make elaborate provisions in 
‘respect of partition,'particularly in view, of the fact that clause 20 
makes provision for succession to the undivided share of a member 
of a joint'family. Clause 37 only provides that a demand by a mem’-, 
ber for his share has -the' effect of creating a severance of the,joint 
status. ' 

CHAPTER VII. 

■•StraiiBMMiAt-i'aDWSfoNs;'. 

Clause 38 is intended to protect rights which have already accrued 
and to save existing rules of law or custom which have not been ex¬ 
pressly {ggdified-by the, provisions contained in the Act.

THiC INTE BEST BILL.. 

Whereas it is expedient and necessary to pas*-an-act empowering 
courts to award interest in certain cases, it is hereby enaoted as 
follows : — 

1. This A<jc is called the Intei'esi Act of 1112. ‘ 

2. It shall come into force at once. 

3. Upun-all debts of sum3_ certain payable at a certain time or 
otherwise the court before- which such debts or sums may be recovered 
may i-f it shall think fit allow Interest to the oraditor at a rate not ex¬ 
ceeding the current rate - of interest from ’.he time when such debts cr 
sums certain* were payable if such debts or sums be payable by virtue 
ofiRome written instrument at a certain-time or i'f payable otherwise 
then fr'-m- the time when demand of payment shall have been made in 
writing so as Budh demands shall give notije to thS debtor that'interest 

• will be claimed from the date of suoh demand until the time of pay¬ 
ment provided that Interest shall be payable In all cases in which it is 
now payable by law* 

4. (1) In any proceedings tried an any court for the recovery, of 
any : debt or damages, the court may, if it thinks fit, order, that there 
shall be included in the/ram for which . judgment is given interest at 
Buch rate not exceeding-the ourrent rate .'aa'it thinks fit. on the. whole 
or any part of the debt .or damages for the whole or any part of .the 
period between the'date when the cause of action arose and the date of 
the judgment. 

Provided that nothing io this section—■ - 
(ft.) shall authorise the giving of interest upon-interest; or- 

( b) shall apply in relation to 4hy'jde()t upon which interest is 
payable as of right whether by. virtue of any "agreement or otherwise;-; . 

(c) shall affect the damages trecoverable'for. the dishonour of 
bill of exchange.' 



Objects anb seasons fob the Bikd. 

Very often the question of award of interest on moneys due-when 
there is no contract or Custom specifying interest comes before courts. 
In the absence of a statutory provision courts find it difficult to do 
substantial justice. Neither under the common law nor under the 
oontract act can interest be claimed upon a debt unless there is either 
an export promise to pay interest or sbch promise can be implied from 
the usage'of trade. To avoid this difficulty in British India, Interest 
Act XXXII of 1939 was passed.' Honourable Judges of our High 
Court hav^ also expressed the necessity for similar legislation here. 
Though there are some pro visions, as regards interest in Act 1 pf 1010 
i. e ,"fictions 7 and 17, and C. P. C. they do not authorise courts to 
award interest in cases where thera is no agreement or custom . or 
usage for awarding interest. In XXII T. Ii. J. F. B. 1381 the 
question as to award of interest and powers of courts in suoh cases 
came up for consideration, The leading judgment was Written by 
His Lordship Mr. P. K. Narayana Pillai. ■ There it is observed as 
follows: “The unqualified proposition in its wide sense that interest 
may be claimed as damages in any case in equity is not entertainable. 
4 Interest depanSs upon contract express or implied or on some rule of 
law allowing it. If there is no contract, allowance of interest can be 
made only as a matter of law ” His Lordship Chief Justfioe. Chatfield 
who agreed with Mr. P, K. Narajaoa Pillai went a stop 'further and 
, expressed the following opinion. “There is no dohbt a great deal to 
be said for making a,person responsible for interest un amounts whloh 
he has prevented another from drawing by rn icing untenable conten¬ 
tions. But this is a matter more for the Legislature than for courts.” 
Very reuently the same question again came up for consideration in a 
case reported in 1945 T L. 8. 605'. His Lordship the Chief Justice 
has observed therein as follows at page 607. “It is by now Well 
settled according to the decision in British Lidia that interest is not 

awardable as damages.,.I may take leave to mention that tbe 

interests of substantial justice‘would be considerably served by a n 
enactment in the state on _ the lines of the English Law Heform 
Act of 1934 rflgardifig the award of interest as dathages- Hence the 
bill on the lines suggested in 1945 T. L, B. 605 Section 3 is a'repradud- 
tion of the section in the British Indian Interest Act XXXII of 1839 
and Becfcion 4 is added on >he lines if the suggt-s' ions contained in 
the 1945-T. L. ft. case and is a reproduction of section 3 of the English 
Law Eeforme Act of 1934. The act is only an enabling one 4 by which 
the court is vested with a discretion ,to grant interest in certain 
cases. , ... -
